_ D. W. Burchard, Notary Public, had ver­ 
ified the affidavit of Powers attacking the 
land entries made by Prewett. Powers did 
not claim the land hitqself, hut he did not 
w ant Prewett to get itI 
W. T. Smith, S|>ecial Agent of the Gov­ 
ernm ent Land Office, testified to a conver­ 
sation with Prew ett regarding an order for 
a hearing to cancel the pre-emption and 
tim ber land entries made by Prewett, Dr. 
Powers being the moving party. Prewett 
said he did not pretend to have lived con­ 
tinuously on the land, but he followed the 
course in vogue in California. Afterward 
Prewett surrendered the claims, and the 
$.«00 paid on the entries were not returned 
to him. 
Defense claimed that Smith was m is­ 
taken about the u n «andar and asked for 
the production of the written "docum ent:' 
It is rumored at noon that one or more 
of the other conspirators approached the 
prosecution, desiring to make confessions 
if promised im munity. 
The proceedings to-day were compara­ 
tively corroborative and uninteresting.

The Depot Hotel at Lathrop Burned. 
Lathrop, February 26th.—The Lathrop 
Hotel, express office and baggage-room 
were burned to the ground. Tne tire was 
caused by a defective Sue. Tbeloaa is not 
estimated as yet, but will nrobilb'v be about 
$12 .000; well insured. The fire was first 
discovered at 0:30 a . m. The fire originated 
over the dining-room. A n'attem pt was 
made to extinguish it with grenades, but 
without success, and no water was to be 
had to be of use. Everthing in the burn­ 
ing house was taken out except the pend­ 
ant lamp-lixtures and the bar-room coun­ 
ter. Some of the articles rescued were in 
a burning condition, notably an old carpet, 
which was saved in a most daring m anner 
and at the risk of life. A stiff breeze was 
blowing from the west, w dch carried the 
(lames away from the other buildings in 
towu. 
The railroad hands were of grsat xssist- 
awce. and it is chiefly to their efforts that so 
m uch property was saved. 
Everything 
was taken out of the building—the bi’lliard- 
tables, dining-tables (all set for breakfast), 
heavy iron safes, telegraph instrum ents 
and batteries. Some of the railroad bands 
rescued from the second story among the 
last things a bedstead, which was carefully 
lowered to the ground, while the heat was 
»o great that a ladder did not perm it de­ 
scent by it. and some had to slide down the 
colum ns supporting the balcimy. 
All the telegraph wires were burned, as 
they led into the building. 
At 7:30 a . m . everything was about con­ 
sumed. 
None of the yard engines were 
supplied with steam-pumps, or they m ight 
have used the ten and one-half teet of 
water which the gauge showed to exist in 
the large tank at the station.

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


The F ar North. 
V ictoria, February 26th.—The Colonist's 
special from Fort Wrangel of the 19th, via 
Nanaimo, say: The Cassiar mail for Janu­ 
ary was returned here to-day. the Indians 
carrying it being unable to get farther north 
than Ice Mountain, owing to the bad con­ 
dition of the roads anil the lack of food. 
Fifteen sleighs are ready to leave here as 
soon as it freezes. 
The Postoffice caught fire a few days 
since, doing small damage to the building 
and destroying two sacks of mail from 
Howakan. One registered package is also 
missing. The fire was caused by a lamp, 
dropped by the wife of the Postmaster. 
The stamp mill on Douglas Island has 
beeu idle most of the past month, owing to 
the failure of the water supply, but the re­ 
cent heavy rains relieved the difficulty, and 
on the arrival of the Idaho the mill was 
running full blast. 
It is the intention to 
put in auxiliary steam-power at once, in 
order to provide against a future dearth of 
water. The new chlorination works ate in 
place, and work satisfactorily. The ship­ 
m ent by this steamer was $67,000. Prep­ 
arations are about complete for running a 
tunnel on Bear's Nest, a location just north 
of the Treadwell. 
I’lacer miners are preparing for the com­ 
ing sum mer’s work. They expect to resume 
work much earlier this season than last, 
owing to the small am ount of snow in the 
basin. 


Saved from Suicide by nn Officer's Bullet. 
D e n v e r , February 26th.—John Fitzger­ 
ald, a laborer of the High Line Ditch Com­ 
pany, came to Denver several days since 
and went on a spree. This evening he went 
into a pawn-shop and asked to be shown a 
revolver, which he loaded, with the inten­ 
tion of suiciding. The police were called, 
and as Captain Swain was entering the 
door Fitzgerald pointed the revolver at the 
officer, but before he could fire Swain shot 
him in the right groin, inflicting a wound 
from which he will die. W hen Fitzgerald 
was asked what he intended doing with the 
revolver, be replied : “ I intended to com­ 
mit suicide, but now I am saved that trou­ 
ble.” The cause of the attem pt is un­ 
known. 


Raw in Relation to Newspapers. 
Subscribers who do not give express no­ 
tice to the contrary are considered as wish­ 
ing to continue their subscriptions. 
If the subscribers order the discontinu­ 
ance of their periodicals, the publishers 
may continue to send them until all arrears 
are paid. 
If subscribers neglect to or refuse to take 
their periodicals from the office to which 
they have been directed, they are held re­ 
sponsible until they have settled their hill 
and ordered their paper discontinued.

The Railroad Sitaation. 


iN e w Y o r k , February 26th.—It was as- 
prted yesterday that Pacific Mail was 
oenly cutting rates and was taking all the 
eight it could reach at the following rates : 
trades of freight which railroads carrv for 
20, for 75 cents; grades by rail from'$l 40 
i $2 25, for S5 cents; grades by rail at $2 45 
Ind upward, for $1 per hundred. This, if 
True, means that Pacific Mail is trving all 
rinds of freight at the cut price.' Under 
zintract they could onlv carry the lower 
grades at less than the railroads. 
W hether 
the trunk lines are afraid to do anything to 
jbring the Sunset to terms, because hunting- 
on holds the Chesapeake and Ohio club 
lover their heads, is a disputed point. 
General Manager Callaway, of the Union 
Pacific, says in regard to ’the transconti­ 
nental fight, that his company is in favor 
of peace and a conservative* course. He 
has never known a fight of this kind to 
produce a beneficial result to any of the 
participants. It is the opinion of Mr. Calla­ 
way that when the Pacific Mail people are 
relersed from their contract they will un­ 
doubtedly make business unprofitable for 
all others interested. The rail liuescannot 
live against water routed. The Central Pa­ 
cific interest will probably make such rates 
from the Pacific slope in connection with 
the water routes that the traffic of more 
westerly States and Territories will be dis­ 
tributed from the Pacific ocean and Eastern 
railroads, and jobbers will lose more or less 
of this trade. The result of the existing 
trouble, says Callaway, caused by the action 
of the Sauta Fe, will be that Pacific coast 
business, as far west as Chicago, will be 
drawn to the Atlantic tide-water anil 
around by the Pacific Mail. “ The outlook 
is anything but encouraging for the trans­ 
continental roads, but if the Santa Fe can 
stand it we can.” 
Vice-President Crocker, of the Southern 
Pacific, says he sees no signs yet of the end 
of the transcontinental fight. ’ *‘ Our orders 
to meet any cut made by other lines are 
still in force. We are not making anv cuts 
ourselves.” 
Sidney Dillon says : “ I think it just and 
fair that the Eastern lines should help us 
fight those roads which can do business 
from the Atlantic coast over their own sys­ 
tem .” 
C. P. H untington's attention having been 
called to the Chicago dispatch, in the m orn­ 
ing papers, which reported him as sa ingif 
the Eastern trunk lines interfered in the 
transcontinental fight, he would use the 
Chesapeake and Ohio in retaliation against 
them, said: 
‘‘I have simply said if the 
Eastern trunk lines were to ciit rates here, 
I should be compelled to make correspond­ 
ing reductions on the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, and get such business as I could for 
the Sunset route. I am opposed to all this 
cutting, but until the Atchison people, who 
began the trouble, come to a fair under­ 
standing of the situation, we must, if neces­ 
sary, do $1 worth of business for half a 
dollar. I intend to protect m y customers, 
and will see that they get the very lowest 
rates made. For the present there is noth­ 
ing for us to do but wait. The Atchison 
people must take any initiative.” 


WILL SOON 
BE CHEAPER THAN WALKING. 


C h ic a g o , February 26th.—The Milwau­ 
kee and St. Paul and Northwestern roads 
have been Selling first-class limited tickets 
to Council Bluffs to-day for $9. and to St. 
Paul for $11—a cut of $5 and $1 50, re­ 
spectively. Rock Island, Chicago, Burling­ 
ton and Quincy and the Illinois Central 
have not yet met these figures, but are ex­ 
pected to do so to-morrow. 
All the roads, 
however, have reduced the first-class lim ­ 
ited San Francisco rate to $39 50, and have 
also reduced the rate to Denver. Salt Lake 
and all competitive intermediate points $3. 
Another Blizzard on the Atlantic Coast. 


N ew Y o r k , February 26th. —The West­ 
ern blizzard has reached New York. The 
mercury has fallen over 20° in the past few 
hours, and the streets that were deluged by 
the rain yesterday are covered with ice to­ 
day. The wind is blowing a gale, and it is 
with the greatest difficulty that telegraphic 
connection can be maintained with either 
the East or the South. 
The sea in the bay 
is unusually high, and it is feared that the 
gale will prove almost as disastrous to 
shipping as the great storni of January 9th. 


HURRICANE IS BALTIMORE. 


B a l t im o r e, February 26th. -A fter a tear­ 
ful rain-storm last night, Baltimore and 
vicinity was visited by a hurricane more 
severe than for several years. In the west­ 
ern sections of the city houses were un­ 
roofed. and. in several instances, not only 
tin blown from the roofs, but the sheath­ 
ing was torn off and hurled entirely across 
the streets. The damage will be consider­ 
able. 
To-day the wind is still very high, 
with frequent gusts of snow. 


BOSTON STREETS BLOCKADED BY TELEGRAPH 
POLES AND W IRES. 


B o sto n, February 26th.—At 9 o’clock this 
morning a huge telegraph pole at the cor­ 
ner of Market and Alabama streets was 
broken short off by the high winds. Other 
poles in the neighborhood were broken or 
tom down in quick succession, and several 
streets were soon blockaded with poles and 
an inextricable string of wires. 
Many 
borses were entangled, and a panic was 
narrowly avoided. The streets were at 
once roped oft. and large gangs of men 
were set at work to clear the wreck. 
For 
the time being the freight delivered at the 
Albany depot had to be dragged by hand 
around the wreck. No injury to life or 
limb has so far been reported,-but there 
have been narrow escapes. 


ALL ALONG TUB COAST. 
A furious blizzatd prevailed during the 
night in this vicinity and for a long dis­ 
tance down the eastern coast. At Portland 
twenty inches of snoy has fallen, and it is 
still snowing. Business is at a stand still. 
The Grand T runk Railway is blocked at 
Bethel, and between there and South Paris 
is in a bad condition. At St. John, N. B.. 
the snow is the heaviest of the season, and 
the wind is blowing at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour. At Westfield, the steeple 
of the First Congregational Church was 
turned completely over, and thrust through 
the roof of the building into the audience- 
room. 


NO ABATEMENT OP THE GALE IN NEW YORK 
CITY. 


N e w Y o r k , February 2 7 th — a . m .—The 
terrific gale has rendered the streets de­ 
serted to night. The street car lines carry 


river the ferry boats are running, but much 
delay is caused by the boats being drifted 
past their slips. Trains are reported late, 
owing to hard winds. No abatement in 
the fierceness of the gale was noticeable at 
midnight. Reports were being received 
from many quarters of the city of more or 
less 
serious 
damage 
to 
buildings, 
including the toppling over of chim­ 
neys, 
etc. 
A 
number 
of 
women 
were injured by being blown down in the 
streets or against obstructions, and one or 
two persons were hurt by flying missiles. 
The Signal Service observer said to-night 
that the Texas storm and the Montana 
storm had collided just west of this city, 
and had bulged eastward. The storm cen­ 
ter was so near this city that the fall effect 
was felt here. The wind was steady from 
the northwest, at an average velocity of 
fifty miles per hour. The maximum ve­ 
locity was at 11 a. m. to-day, when it was 
eighty-one miles per hour—the highest 
speed since the New York station was es­ 


tablished, the highest previously being 
seventy-two miles per hour, in 1876. 


AN UJfUSUAL ACCIDENT. 


E r ie (Pa.), February 26th.—In the high 
wind to-night an unusual accident occurred 
on the Lake Shore Railway between Erie 
and Dunkirk. Among the passengers going 
to Cleveland was a lady, who, with her 
husband, was on her wav’to Chicago. The 
couple attempted to pass from the dining- 
car to the sleeping-car, when the lady was 
lifted from her feet by the gale and thrown 
off the train. 
Her husband was unable to 
help her. The train was stopped, and after 
backing a m ile the injured woman was 
found alive, but badly injured. 
Eastern Comments on “ The Other Side.” 


N e w Y o r k , February 26th.—In a leading 
editorial headed ‘‘The Other Side,” the 
Journal o f Commerce says this m orning: 
We have received from ’San Francisco a 
pamphlet entitled "The Other Side of the 
Chinese Question.” The expression “other 
side” means in this case the “right side." 
It is the side of truth, justice and hum anity. 
The writers and publishers of the pamphlet 
seem to have blind faith in the eventual 
trium ph of right. Nothing would be more 
discouraging on the surface than the present 
inflamed state of public feeling against the 
Chinese in California and all along the Pa­ 
cific coast. 
All the murderous instincts 
cf demagogues and hoodlums are finding 
free vent in the persecution and expulsion 
of a few thousand industrious, frugal and 
law-obeying foreigners, who are entitled to 
the full protection of our Government, 
under that most solemn form of covenant 
known as “ treaty.” 
It is at this climax of 
thooutrages to which the Chinese have been 
subjected that the still sm all voice of truth 
is trying to make itself heard. W e doubt 
if it will have any immediate effect. The 
Chinese are not misunderstood by those 
members of Congress to whom this publi­ 
cation is especially addressed. 
No honest 
man ever had his testimony' given before 
Congressional 
committees ’and 
United 
States 
Grand 
Juries, 
without discov­ 
ering 
the 
emptiness 
and 
fraud 
of 
the 
standing 
charges 
which 
have 
been so fiercely pressed against tiie Chi­ 
nese by their enemies. 
But one instance 
of the persecution of Americans in China 
can be confirmed, with a hundred cases of 
worse brutality inflicted on the Chinese in 
America. Our countrymen in the Flowery 
Land will be fortunate if they escape a 
general massacre, by the way of revenge 
for the barbarities of W yoming and W ash­ 
ington Territories. This danger now is 
not remote, and can only be arrested by the 
resolute protection of the Chinese in all 
the treaty rights which have been guaran­ 
teed to them by the United States Gov­ 
ernment. 
Justice Field’s Course Crititlsed. 
N ew Y o r k , February 25th.—The Times 
says editorially : J usticé Field seems to have 
caused his friends to believe that he has 
been badly used. 
A Marshal was to be ap­ 
pointed for the State of California, and Ju s­ 
tice Field had a candidate whose election 
he urged with considerable pertinacity, find, 
as he thought, with success.

nature of his high office. 
If he steps down 
to wrestle with politicians, and stands at 
the W hite House door, he ought to be de­ 
feated. 
Savings Bunk Failed.

T-. xas. to the 1‘ost-lHnntch 
states that the Houston Savings Bank 
closed its doors thi3 morning. Sotne of the 
bank's heaviest «lepaaitors withdrew their 
funds yesterday Afternoon, and later in the 
day asked that a receiver lor the bank be 
appointed. 
D. F. Smith was appointed re­ 
ceiver this morning, and the affairs of the 
bank are now in his hands. The total 
amount of monov deposited with the bank 
is $250,000. The failure is due to the heavy 
run upon it at thVTlrne when the Houston 
City Bank failed recently.

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United States Senate. 
W a s h in g t o n , February 26th.—After the 
transaction of routine business, Mitchell of 
Oregon obtained the floor to deliver a 
speech on the bill recently introduced by 
him to provide for the abrogation of all 
treaties perm itting the immigration of Chi­ 
nese to the United States. 
As Mitchell was about to proceed, Hale 
said it was late yesterday when George 
completed his speech on the education 
bill, and he (Hale) hart not thought it 
worth while then to interfere with the con­ 
sideration of the bill named, but he now 
gave notice that to-day, on the completion 
of Mitchell's remarks, he (Hale) would 
move that the Senate proceed to the consid­ 
eration of executive business. 
Mitchell then addressed the Senate. 
His 
rem arks were quite lengthy, his principa! 
argum ent being that Congress has the 
power to abrogate treaties in the m anner 
proposed in his bill, and he cited numerous 
decisions to support his proposition. In 
conclusion he said: “ This bill, unlike our 
restriction Acts and proposed Acts, is not 
elastic. It is absolutely ironclad. It leaves 
nothing to construction. It is conclusive. 
It is not open to the objection of being lia­ 
ble to having its vitality sapped, or its effi­ 
ciency destroyed, by departmental or ju ­ 
dicial decisions. 
No delicate questions as 
to conflict between Act and treaty are left 
open for construction or determination by 
either Court or Department. The conflict 
that is waged on this subject of Asiatic oc­ 
cupation of thi3 country is as responsible as 
the conflict that resulted in the overthrow 
of hum an slavery. It is a eonfliet for su­ 
premacy. on American soil, between the 
intelligent, enlightened and honest Ameri­

Nor does it require any particular 
prescience to determine the result of the 
rontpst. The United States Government 
either stands supinely by and does noth­ 
ing, nr what is little more effective for 
good, than simply to attack the advancing 
arm y of invaders with wooden swords and 
paper bullets, under pretense of conform­ 
ing to treaty stipulations and sustaining 
diplomatic relations.”

the I’un-Electtic Telephone stock, or any stock 
of any other company or c mpanies. or org in- 
izitions springing out of the ran-Electric Com­ 
pany, to any perron or perrons connected with 
either the legislative. Judicial or Executive 
i irpartments of the Governments of the United 
bt.i es. and to u horn, where, when and for wuat 
consideration in money or influence said stock 
was delivered; also as to what op.inio.is, decis­ 
ions and orders have been made by anv of­ 
ficers connected with the Government" and by 
whom, and all the circumstances connected 
therewith, or arising therefrom: anti said com­ 
mittee is further authorized and directed to as­ 
certain and report whether either ot the tele­ 
phone companies herein mentioned, or their 
officers, agents and employes have in anv man­ 
ner Improperly influenced or attempted’ to in­ 
fluence oflicials or official action by or through 
the public press, and if so. when, by whom and 
in what manner such influence was exerted, or 
attempted to be exerted, and what newspaper 
or newspapers were so used, or attempted to he 
used by them. Said committee shall have the 
right to send for persons and papers, to admin­ 
ister oaths, to sit during the session of the 
House, to employ a stenographer and incur any 
and all such necessary and reasonable expenses 
as may be lequired for the purpose of conduct­ 
ing said investigation not to exceed the sum of 
$1,000. which shall be paid out of the Contin­ 
gent Fund of the House upon proper vouchers 
certified by the Chairman and one other mem­ 
ber of the committee and may report at any­ 
time.

Mysterious Absence of the Secretary of 
the Navy. 
W ashington, February 26tli.—'The pro­ 
tracted absence of Secretary Whitney front 
the capital, taken in connection with the 
disclosures made respecting his connection 
with the Broadway Surface Railway and 
the syndicate formed to control the street­ 
car system of New York, which is now be­ 
ing investigated by a committee of the New 
York Legislature, causes a great deal of com­ 
ment among politicians here. Mr. Whitney 
left Washington last Wednesday morning 
for New York. On Wednesday evening the 
press correspondent was told at the Secre­ 
tary's house that he would return to the 
city Thursday night. 
Last evening the 
Secretary gave the final one of a series of 
receptions that have been the most brilliant 
social events of the season, and the absence 
of the Secretary from the partv has given 
rise to much gossip. The honors of the 
house were performed, in the absence of 
its master, by Senator Payne, of Ohio, Mrs. 
W hitney's father. The Secretary was not 
at the Navy Department to-day, and at his 
residence this evening your correspondent 
was informed that he nad not yet returned 
to (he city. A New York dispatch, pub­ 
lished Thursday morning, intimating that 
the Secretary had made a secret visit to 
New York, registering at Taylor's Hotel in 
Jersey City as “ Mr. Robinson,” attracted 
great attention here, and has been the 
topic of conversation 
among 
political 
gossips. 
From time to time, since the in­ 
vestigation of the Broadway street-rail wav 
scandal began. Mr. Whitney’s name has 
been published as a member of the syndi­ 
cate, which, under different titles, has’been 
working to secure the control of this and 
other profitable street-railroad franchises in 
New \ ork City. It has been asserted that 
the syndicate of which Mr. Whitney is a 
member furnished the money that Jacob 
Sharp and his associates are alleged to have 
used iu buying, through the Board of A l­ 
dermen, the valuable franchise of the 
Broadway road. Mr. Whitney’s friends

do 
not 
believe 
that ’ he could 
have' been a party to 
such

famons operation. It is common towa 
talk that the Secretary of the Navy 
went to the President when the first 


disclaim es of Attorney-General Garland’s 
connection with the Pun-Electric telephone 
enterprise were published in the Demo­ 
cratic newspapers, and urged that Mr. Gar­ 
land’s resignation be demanded. 
It is a 
m atter of current rumor, also, that Mr. 
W hitney threatened to resigu front the 
Cabinet if Mr. Garland was not expelled, 
and that reasons rather social than political 
prevented him from carrying his threat 
into execution. Should it now transpire 
that the Secretary of the N aw is involved 
in a scandal which bids fair to double dis­ 
count that with which the name of the At­ 
torney-General is identified, it would be 
most disastrous to the Administration.

SEW BOOKS. 


New Volumes on the •« Record-UnlonV 
L’terary Table. 
“ Oceana. England and H er Colonies," is 
the title of Froude’s last work. 
It ¡3 
from the press of Charles Scribner's Sons, 
New York, and is for sale by A. L. Ban­ 
croft St Co., San Francisco. The style and 
method of Jam es Anthony Froitde un­ 
known to all well-read people. The histo­ 
rian in this volume treats of the present— 
not of the past—at least only of the past so 
far as it is necessary to lead up, by intro­ 
duction to the visitation he recently made 
in his journey, about a large part of the 
world. His voyage was to England's colo­ 
nies, and incidentally to America and some 
other countries. His purpose was not only 
to see the colonies, but to hear the views of 
all classes of people, to ascertain in what 
estimate they hold England and their own 
home3 ; what are their hopes and aspira­ 
tions; what their civilization and tenden­ 
cies. 
His conclusion is that England's 
colonies are thoroughly English, and will 
listen to no sug testiun of separation. One 
can readily fancy how profoundly interest­ 
ing this volume is. 
It is at ouce* story, po­ 
litical treatise, history and prophecy.’ His 
sharp criticism of California and Califor­ 
nians has in it so much of justice and wit, 
and yet not much of petulance, and that it 
is amusing as well as interesting. 
But the 
judgm ent he formed of us after but a few 
days, is one flattering to California vanity. 
Appleton & Co., New York, have issued 
the widely-known American novel and so­ 
cial parable, "T h e Money Makers,” in neat 
form pamphlet, 8vo, for sale at 50 cents. 
The story was written in 1884, and intended 
to embalm permanent conditions rather 
than to perpetuate controversy. In this 
issue of the book the author comes to the 
rescue of his work, as against the varied 
criticisms of whicli it lias been the subject; 
in which "se q u e l” he reiterates that the 
story has for its purpose the intent to bring 
to popular attention, iu the most striking 
way, “ the false gods we adore; the corrupt 
parties we uphold, and the prostituted jour­ 
nalism we endure.' 
The author gives the 
credit to " provincial journalism ” of hav­ 
ing dealt in most eases fairly with his 
book, but the recognized tribunals of liter­ 
ary criticism in New York and other me­ 
tropolitan cities he finds to have been 
either silent, or evasive, of the question 
whether the conditions set forth in the 
story are presented with absolute fidelity. 
For reckless journalism be wields a sharp 
lash. 
H e declares that if, as the "reckless 
journals” assert, the book is a libel up >n 
their professions, parties or insiiiuti..iis, 
nothing can be easier than refutation, and 
this he holds has in no instance been sin­ 
cerely undertaken. 
From A. L. Bancroft .t Co.. San Fran­ 
cisco. we have the fourth and last volume 
of the " Codes and Statutes ot California.” 
We have at length considered this new 
compilation and annotation of our State 
laws. 
The final volume (roval 8vo, law 
library style) presents the Renal Code and 
the statutes in force. The work has been 
that of F. P. Deering of the San Francisco 
bar. The superior m anner in which th es' 
volumes arc published, makes them the 
very best examples extant of Code publica­ 
tion. There has been no such work done 
in any State—none at once so exhaustive 
and so compact. No lawyer can afford to 
<lo w ithout these volumes, which, for the 
annotations alone, as has been said by a 
competent critic, “ are almost enough to 
make up a special work on Practice.” 
These books have been pronounced by the 
American I.au* Review, by no means given 
to laudation, “ the most thoroughly anno­ 
tated Cotie'' ever sent to its office for re­ 
view. 
H udor Genone's satire, “ Inquirendo Isl­ 
and,” has been received from A. L. Ban­ 
croft & Co..

London. 
It is a novel, but of such specu­ 
lative and philosophical cast as to com­ 
m and the attention of inquirers in the 
fertile realms of common sense in beliefs 
that lie, as the author phrases it, •• between 
the pestilential marshes of superstition and 
the cold glaciers of reason." 
“ To believe 
and not to pretend” is the keynote of the 
story, and the author’s aim has been to 
show that underlying all form, and all 
ceremony, and all history, is something 
vital and eternal, and that “ in the divine 
story of Christianity is to be found the 
truth brought home by means and bv a 
symbol worthy of a God.” 
From C. S. Houghton, Sacramento, we 
have Cassell & Co.'s “ Autobiography of 
Benjamin Franklin.” It is one of “ Cassell s 
National Library." The volumes sell at 
the insignificant figure 10 cents, and are 
small enough for the pocket, and vet in 
clear type, leaded, and embraces nearly 200 
pages. From the same houses we have 
two other volnmes of the same excellent 
series—Silvio Pellico’s “ Ten Years Im pris­ 
onment,” and Byron’s “ Childe Harold's 
Pilgrimage.” 
Pellico was bo»-n in 1789, 
and died in 1854. H e was among the first 
of Italian patriots. This new cheap series 
of popular works is to be issued weekly, 
and thus, in a year, for $5 20, one can pos­ 
sess him self of fifty-two volumes of stand­ 
ard works. The publishing world is doing 
m ankind a great service. 
“ Uncle Daniel's Story of Tom Anderson 
and Twenty Great Battles,” is bv an officer 
of the Union army. It deals with the dark 
days from 1861 to 1866. The storv is told 
with slight disguises of names of Generals 
and officers on both sides, and purports to 
be based upon actual facts. There is a 
great deal in it that reads like the romance 
of fiction. Why the author has designated 
General Meade as General Meador, and 
General 
Grant as Central Silent, and 
General Rosecrans as General Rosenfeldt, 
and General Bragg as General Brigg, and 
Morgan 
as Morganson. is inexplicable. 
The stories are full of interest, and have 
been given a popular form and standing.

meeting of the United States Supervising 
Inspectors, at W ashington. Mr. Bernia, of 
this coast, gave considerable prominence 
to the much despised California tule. 
A 
patent was granted August 7. 1883, for Le- 
auc's Tule Life-Preserver. 
In December, 
1884, a company was incorporated here to 
make life-preservers out of the California 
tule, Charles J. H enry being President, 
and manufactories have been established 
in Sgn Francisco, Sacramento and at Stock­ 
ton. 
The device was approved by the 
Secretary of the Treasury in February, 
1884. and it was adopted by the Supervis­ 
ing Inspectors of Steam Vessels. 
Last vear 
5.000 life-preservers, made of California 
tules, were sold in Boston, in addition to 
the large num ber used on the Pacific coast. 
A t the recent meeting ot the Supervising 
Inspectors, a life-raft made of tules was 
adopted. 
It is expected that this will 
largely increase the sale of California tules, 
as manufactured into life-saving apparatus, 
according to Mr. Berais. six pounds of cork 
will buoy up twenty-four pounds’ weight, 
while three and a half pounds of tules will 
buoy up from thirty-six to 
forty pounds. 
Tules, of course, exist in almost unlim ited 
quantities in California.

San F rancisco, February 25, 1886. 
The State Museum has recently been re­ 
moved from Sutter street to the imposing 
structure recently erected by the Society of 
California Pioneers, on Fourth street, just 
south of Market, in this city. It occupies 
one-half of the third floor and the entire 
upper floor of the building, the latter being 
devoted to the exhibits of the museum and 
the former to various uses connected with 
the institution. It may be mentioned that 
the museum is located in the main build­ 
ing, fronting on Fourth street, which really, 
except by proximity, forms no part of the 
Pioneers’ Hall, the latter being in the rear 
of the main building in the form of an ad­ 
dition. fronting on what is to be a causeway 
between the contemplated Flood building 
and the north side of the Pioneer property. 
The State Museum and its adjuncts, 
which will not be opened to visitors for at 
least three weeks yet, on acconnt of re­ 
moval from former quarters, and the ar­ 
ranging of specimens, will be reached 
either by elevator or by a spacious stair­ 
way. The one-half of' the third floor of 
the building will be occupied as a reception 
room, library, 
Trustees' meeting-room, 
packing-room and laboratory—should the 
ensuing Legislature provide for the main­ 
tenance of the last-named. The packing- 
room is where contributions or consign­ 
ments of specimens are received, opened 
and classified, and wherein duplicate speci­ 
mens are arranged, sorted ana packed for 
shipment to the various educational insti­ 
tutions of the State, which are supplied by 
the Museum with contributions to their 
mineral cabinets. 
The spacious top floor, which is lighted 
amply by skylights and windows, will be 
occupied entirely by the museum collec­ 
tion. which now comprises the contents of 
126 table-cases, aggregating 6,000 mineral 
specimens, representing the mineral pro­ 
ducts of the entire world—but particularly 
those of the State of California; also six 
large vertical cases, which will contain 
specimens in natural history and eth­ 
nology. 
The museum is under the charge of Prof. 
Henry G. Hanks, State Mineralogist, a gen­ 
tleman versed by education and practical 
experience in geology, mineralogy and the 
other natural sciences. When opened for 
visitors the institution will be free to all 
between the hours ot 9 o’clock a . m . and 5 
p. m., and every courtesy will be shown to 
all callers. Every specimen will be legibly 
and simply labeled, and the visitor will be 
aided by a complete catalogue of all on 
exhibition. All the publications of the 
library are free, but there is a dearth of the 
reports of the State Mineralogist, owing to 
the demand heretofore made for them, and 
the fact that the issue is limited by the Act 
creating the museum. 
The library is incomplete, but, neverthe­ 
less, contains a few rare and valuable vol­ 
umes. It needs enlargement, and it might 
be suggested that Adolph Sutro could make 
no better use of the valuable works he pos­ 
sesses on geology and kindred subjects, 
than to present them to this library. 
The museum, in addition to the large 
number of specimens already classified, 
has on hand a large number of specimens 
awaiting classification and arrangement, 
and from this supply the duplicates for 
distribution among the educational institn- 
ions will be drawn. 
With the present condition and future 
prospects of the Museum as an educator in 
what is now, and must ever be, one of the 
leading industrial pursuits of the State and 
one of our chief sources of wealth and 
prosperity, the appropriation of $10,000 per 
annum for its support is considerably too 
small. As the case stands now, the entire 
work devolves on Mr. Hanks, the funds at 
command being too small to permit of the 
employment of either clerical, scientific or 
manual assistance. It is thought that an 
increase of the appropriation to $15,000 
would overcome all these difficulties and 
make the Museum what its founders in­ 
tended it should be—complete in every de­ 
partment. The law creating the Museum 
gives the tax on certificates of mining 
stocks (10 cents per certificate) as a fund to 
the Museum, but the mining stock busi­ 
ness lias fallen into the sere and yellow 
leaf, with small prospect of revival,'legiti­ 
mate mining having crowded out wild 
speculation in mines, and the income from 
the source mentioned is too small to be of 
much benefit. 
As showing the importance the Museum 
is assuming, the State Mineralogist is in 
constant receipt of letters from all over the 
civilized world, asking for documents and 
information connected with theinstitution, 
-and it is impossible to supply some of the 
documents, owing to their" being out of 
print. 
These might be republished, and 
the limit for future publications should be 
enlarged. 
The Museum can be made a 
school in itself, and its possibilities are 
that it can be created a mining college, in 
which young men choosing the professions 
of mineralogist, mineralogical chemist, 
geologist, miner or mining engineer can 
obtain practical instruction by converse 
with the rocks and stones. 
The I’ioneer building is hardly vet in 
running order, though practically finished. 
It is a noble building as it fronts on Fourth 
street, but Pioneer Hall in the alley is 
rather modest, and reminds one of the par­ 
sonage attached to a church. However, the 
manes of James Lick, who bequeathed the 
money for the building, can but be satisfied 
when the building is fully occupied and 
the rough edges of newness worn off. Two- 
thirds ot the second floor of the main build­ 
ing is occupied by the Ueutscher Verein, a 
German social organization, with rooms 
handsomely furnished, containing piano, 
billiard table and other necessaries to make 
merry the life of the jovial Teuton. Tbe 
Native Sons of the Golden West are nego­ 
tiating for quarters in the building, but 
nothing definite has been yet arranged. It 
would be appropriate that tbe “ Sons” 
should be located close to the Pioneers, so 
that the “ Governors” can keep an eye on 
them ; but as thick walls would separate 
the two societies, perhaps the boys would 
not care. 
TUE TRIAL OF BROWN. 
Which has just closed in this city, attracted 
considerable interest, aud its details were 
eagerly looked for in the eastern section of 
the State of Nevada, where the parties are 
well known. 
Briefly, Ii. J. Shay, at the 
time of his killing, followed ostensibly the 
business of real estate agent in this city, 
I believe in the tie mortuis nil niti bonum in 
so fur as it can do no injury to tbe living; 
but, in this case, a sense of the right impels 
to say bad words of tbe dead. I first saw 
Shay in the year 1863 in tbe town of Aus­ 
tin. Nevada, during the lieese river excite­ 
ment, when be was a professional lot- 
jumper and bully, with his hand ever on 
the butt of his six-shooter. Brown I be­ 
came acquainted with in 1875, in Eureka, 
Nev., he at that time being coal-receiver of 
the K. K. mine, a responsible position. His 
cousin. Professor W. S. Keyes, son of Gen­ 
eral 
Keyes, was 
tbe 'Superintendent. 
Brown was a widower, with, I think, 
four children. 
His second wife was 
the daughter of a Mrs. St. Clair, who lived 
in Carson in the early days of Washoe. 
She had two daughters, one of whom, 
named Annie, was married by Brown in 
1874. The girls had been bred in a con­ 
vent in the State cf New York, ánd, shortly 
after the second marriage of their mother, 
to Major Jofin H. Dennis, editor of the 
Tuscarora Tiinet-Revinc. then of Austin, 
Nev., they were taken from the school and 
settled in that place. A divorce betweeu 
Dennis and his wife occurred, and Thomas 
Dennis removed to. Eureka, where both 
girls were married in 1874. Brown had a 
neat little home, and was popular and pros­ 
perous. The fruit of the marriage was one 
child. 
Brown lost his position through a 
change of management and the giving out 
of the mine, and, though an industrious 
and energetic man, trying all the mining 
regions to get ahead, it has been with him 
a hard struggle for existence ever since. 
His wife, who was looked upon as some^ 
what flighty and known to be not over 
choice in the selection of her associates, was 
not accused or suspected of lapses from vir­ 
tue, but if the testimony in the murder 
trial is true, she stepped very close to the 


man and the father of a family. Criminat­ 
ing letters between the pair came into the 
possession of Brown by accident, and, after 
repeated warnings by word and by letter 
to Shay to leave nis family alone, he loca­ 
ted, by a letter to Mrs. Brown, a meeting 
between the pair at the Nevada restaurant, 
on Pine street. He at once came down from 
Healdsburg, shot Shay as he sat at the 
table, Shay dying from the wound. Brown 
was defended by Hon. W. W. Bishop and 
Hon. Pat Reddy. The result of the trial— 
the verdict of “ Not guilty"—is already 
made known to the public, and is what 
alone could have been anticipated. 


THE WAR OF TH E BOSSES 
In this city is something of a puzzle, be­ 
cause honest people cannot bnng them­ 
selves to believe that these fellows would 
really quarrel, except perhaps over the 
divis'iou of the spoils after the spoils arc 
secured. As against their common prey, 
the people and taxpayers, they are sup­ 
posed to be hand-iu-glove. The seceders 
from tbe Higgins banner are, with the aid 
of Buckley’s_cohort of toughs, capturing 
the Republican clubs one by one. and one 
after another, in opposition to Bill Hig­ 
gins. 
Meantime Boss Higgins remains 
apparently supine, and if there is really tbe 
antagonism represented as existing be­

litical novitiates some scheme that will 
knock the club system out of existence at 
one fell blow. Still waters run deep, and 
Bill Higgins is not to be squelched by the 
bluffing "of tyros in polities who would 
never have been heard of but for his tutor­ 
ship, unless it be tha’t such squelching is 
prearranged. 
If curses, like chickens, 
come home to roost, perhaps the obese and 
wily William may think that his lessons 
given in political dirt may have come home 
to perch on his own shoulders. Meanwhile 
the respectaDle element looks on and ex­ 
claims, “ A plague on both your houses.” 
But, like all respectable elements in poli­ 
tics, it looks, and j>ermits the toughs to 
nominate and vote the tickets for the ex­ 
pression of its political preferences. 
There is just now noticed also an agita­ 
tion against boss rule in Sacramento. Such 
a movement is more likely to succeed there 
than here, because, having a less mixed 
population and possessing men who will 
put their shoulders to the wheel, instead of 
doing all :alk and no work, the professional 
politicians can be brought to understand 
that there is a line beyond which they can 
not go and a power beyond their control.

IN ALASKA.

A fair wind one day made me think it 
possible to take a hunt inland, but, to my 
disgust, it died down after I bad proceeded 
two or three inilcs. and my fight back to 
camp with the mosquitoes I shall always 
remember as one of tbe salient points of 
my life. It seemed as if there was an up­ 
ward rain of insects from the grass, that 
became a deluge over marshy tracts—and 
more than half the ground was marshy. 
Of course not a sign of any game was seeti 
except a few old tracks; and the tracks of 
an animal are about the only part of it that 
could exist here in the mosquito season, 
which lasts from tbe time the snow is half 
off the ground until the first severe frost, a 
period of some three or four'months. Dur­ 
ing that time every living creature that can 
leave the valleys ascends the mountains, 
closely following the snow line, and even 
there peace is not completely attained, the 
exposure to the winds being of far more 
benefit 
than 
the 
coolness 
due 
to 
the 
altitude, 
while 
the 
mosquitoes 
are left undisputed masters of the valleys.

It was an humble home that William 
Rutherford had upon a little farm at Lon­ 
donderry, O.. but it was where he had 
toiled to raise his family and give them 
such comfort and education os his slender 
purse afforded. He took special pride in 
his eldest son William, who was a fine, 
bright boy, and gave early promise of mak­ 
ing his mark. The old man tried to make 
everything pleasant and to raise his chil­ 
dren up to do right and be honest. But as 
William grew up to early manhood, and 
tbe stories of the wonders of the world 
outside of tbe little hamlet where his life 
had been s|>ent were brought to his notice 
by an occasional traveler in Londonderry 
and in the papers, among which were many 
tales of the adventures of boys, he lost his 
affection for the humble home of his father. 
He decided finally to shake the dust of 
Londonderry from his feet. He had just 
passed his 19th birthday when he hade his 
old home good-by and neglected to tell any 
one where he was goiug. He saw consid­ 
erable of the world. He had a little money 
with him, that lasted only a few weeks. 
He was an economical boy and managed, 
by riding upon wagons with farmers and 
walking, to get many miles from London­ 
derry before his money was gone. Then 
he had to depend upon the eharitv of 
the people he came in contact witli for food 
and shelter. He got situations in several 
stores, but being without business experi­ 
ence he was not able to keen 
them. 
Through the summer he worked "for farm­ 
ers in different places. He had to work so 
hard that he came to the conclusion that 
Londonderry was a pretty good place after 
all. Since winter set in William Las had a 
pretty hard struggle for existence. The 
kind of places that were open for him to 
sleep in during warm weather were all 
closed, and there was little work that lie 
could do for his food. He was scantily 
clothed and on many nights he kept him­ 
self trom treezing by walking all the time 
on deserted highways or in the shelter of 
buildings. 
He was sick and worn out when be ap­ 
plied to farmer Moses Gilman, at Baiii- 
bridge, Ross county, O., for work about six 
weeks ago. The farmer took pity on tbe 
boy, and, though there was little to do, be 
kept him for three weeks, and then told 
him that he had no further use for him. 
He left tbe farmer's house to go. lie knew 
not whither. While in despair and think­ 
ing of the hard time he was having, and of 
suicide, the little, humble home at London­ 
derry came in a comforting way to his 
mind, and forgetting his pride, "that had 
kept him away so long, he started with 
courage for his father’s house, some 200 
miles away. There was nothing hut hard­ 
ship staring him in the face on the journey, 
and he suffered greatly from his exposure. 
In about two weeks, or on Friday fast, he 
got to Dayton. 
Then from the reports he heard of the 
condition of the roads, he determined that 
he could not walk any longer, and made 
up his mind to steal a ride to Columbus on 
a freight train. He found a car door partly 
except for a few straggling anTinals on thefr 
nigh-,fa11’ nn‘, he 
way lrom one range of mountains to the 
? entered ttie 
other. Had there been any game, and had 
I obtained a fair shot, I honestly doubt if I 
could have secured it, owing to "these pests; 
not altogether on account of their ravenous 
attacks upon my face, and especially the 
eves, but for the reason that they were so 
absolutely dense that it was impossible to 
sec clearly through the mass in taking aim. 
When I got to camp I was thoroughly ex­ 
hausted with my incessant fight, ami com­ 
pletely out of breath, which I had to regain 
as best I could in a stifling smoke from dry, 
resinous pine kots. A traveler who had 
spent a summer on the Lower Yukon, 
where I did not find the pests so bad on my 
journey as on the upper river, was of opin­ 
ion that a nervous person without a mask 
would soon be killed by nervous prostra­ 
tion, unless lie were to take refuge in mid­ 
stream. I know that the native dogs are 
killed by tbe mosquitoes under certain 
circumstances, and I heard reports, which I 
believe to be well founded, both from In­ 
dians and trustworthy white persons, that 
the great brown bear—erroneously but 
commonly called the grizzly—of these re­ 
gions is at times compelled to succumb to 
these insects. The statement seems almost 
preposterous, but the explanation is com­ 
paratively simple. Bruin, having exhausted 
all tbe roots and berries of one mountain, 
or finding them scarce, thinks he will cross 
the valley to another range, or perhaps it is 
the odor of salmon washed up along the 
river’s banks that attracts him. Covered 
with a heavy fur on his body, his eyes, 
nose and ears are the vulnerable points for 
mosquitoes, and here of course they con­ 
gregate in the greatest numbers. At last, 
when he reaches a swampy stretch, they 
rise in myriads, until his forepaws are kept 
so busy, as he strives to keep his eyes clear 
of them, that he cannot walk, whereupon 
he becomes enraged, and, bear like, rises 
upon his haunches to fight. It is now a 
mere question of time until the bear’s eyes 
become so swollen from innumerable bites 
as to render him perfectly blind, when he 
wanders helplessly about until he gets 
mired in the marsh, and so starves, to 
death.

The incomes of nearly 
270,000 range between £21 and £33, so that 
however cheep sausage, cabbage and beer 
may be, there is clearly no margin for lux­ 
urious excess. When "we come to the other 
end of the scale wc find incomes propor­ 
tionately modest. Incomes between £5,000 
and £10,000 arc credited to 108 individuals; 
18 persons have incomes of £15,000, five up 
to £20,000, nine up to £27,000, and four per­ 
sons only exceed that sum. If we could 
get similar statistics of the incomes of Ger­ 
mans in London, the result of the compar­ 
ison would be so startling that half Berlin 
would rush to swell the tide of Teutouic 
immigration.—[Pall Mail Gazette.

THE WAR ON TIGHTS. 


N ew Y ork M anagers In au gu ratin g a Cru­ 
sa d e A gain st A b b reviated D resses. 
A New York correspondent of the In­ 
dianapolis Journal writes: Sharp warfare 
has broken out between art and burlesque 
in theatricals. 
Not since the original 
“ Black Crook" shocked and entertained 
the New York public has there been so 
loud an outcry against stage improprieties. 
The managers of the three legitimate stock 
companies, Wallack, Palmer and Daly, 
have banded together in an onslaught upon 
indecorously costumed burlesques 
and 
comic operas, and the first battle is set 
down for next Thursday afternoon. They 
have prepared benefit matinee perform­ 
ances for the actors’ fund, and from the 
entertainments, which will be given in 
their own theaters—Wallack’s, Daly's and 
the Madison Square—unskirted actresses 
are to be rigidly excluded. “ Engaged,” 
“ The Rivals” and “ Love on Crutches” 
will be performed, but the companies will 
go the round of the three houses, giving 
one act of their plays on each stage, so that 
an andience will get a third of every 
comedy. Between the acts there will 
be singing—but 
ail 
in 
conventional 
clothes—and the 
three-leagued 
mana­ 
gers will make addresses, in which they 
are expected to define their position as to 
what they have already characterized as 
pernicious 
amusement. 
Palmer 
and 
Wallack have, in published interviews, 
denounced the current taste for actresses 
in tights, and this peculiar matinee is 
under the personal direction of Daly. 
That they have suffered from the com­ 
petition of tbe entertainments 
which 
they condemn is mentioned as a selfish 
animus of their present proceedings; 
J>ut circumstances 
have combined 
to 
create much seutiment on their side of 
the question. Exploits of a small but very 
conspicuous minority of burlesque and 
comic opera actresses have lately scandal­ 
ized the well-bebaved majority, and the 
more notorious the persons become the 
more they were forced forward, because 


their value as attractions to the dudes was 
thereby enhanced. - At the annual meet­ 
ing of tbe 8ocitiv for 
the Suppres­ 
sion of Vice, which is Anthony Com­ 
stock’s organization, the subject of risky 
stage costuming was discussed, and tbe 
heavy backers of Comstock—the element 
from which he gets his potent moral and 
financial support—agreed to support him 
in a crusade against tights. He is, there­ 
fore, Jikely to do something radical if not 
effective. 
A diverting side issue is the discussion of 
Henry Ward Beecher's presence at the 
Academy o f Mubíc last Monday afternoon, 
when a mixed show was given for the ben­ 
efit of H. A. Thomas, an artist. Beecher 
was a friend of the beneficiary, aud he 
volunteered to make an address introdue- 
ing a party o f draughtsmen, who made 
sketches on the stage. 
He did that 
service 
happily, 
and 
then 
took 
a 
place 
in 
a 
proscenium 
box, where 
two young ladies of his family sat. He 
seemed to enjoy the vocal and acrobatic 
doings that ensued. At length the time 
caine for an Amazon 
march by the 
chorus from “ Evangeline.” It was out of 
this troop of carefully selected pretty 
girls that Sadie Cortelyou recently re­ 
tired into disgrace and death; and it 
was with them that several hundred Pro­ 
duce 
Exchange brokers lately had a 
famous guying time, after the historically 
humorous manner of the Count Joannes 
tragedies. Beecher did not quit his box, 
but he retreated so far behind the dra­ 
peries that he was visible to only a 
small 
portion 
of the 
audience, and 
the 
best obtainable 
evidence is that 
he 
turned 
his 
back on the parade 
of the twenty unclad girls. On the fall 
of the curtain he went into the corridor, 
and stayed there talking with acquaint­ 
ances during the encore reappearance of 
the burlcsquers. He declines to be drawn 
into talk on the subject for publication, but 
intimates that he will soon define his posi­ 
tion regarding theatricals in a sermon.

RELATION OF FOOD TO HEALTH. 


S om e P ra ctica l S u ggestion s and T h ou gh ts 
Upon a Y'ital Subject. 
The first meal of the day. or breakfast, is 
in this country—with those in health, at 
all events—a fairly substantial one, al­ 
though some people try—but, iliank good­ 
ness, try in vain—to assimilate French aud 
English customs in regard to breakfast, 
trance and its folks are different from 
England, with its solid men and women : 
its climate is different from ours; its no­ 
tions as regards eating and drinkiug can 
never be engrafted on English bone and 
muscle. 
Yes. breakfast ought to be a hearty one, 
eaten early in the morning, ami" eaten 
slowly, so as to preclude the possibility of 
eating too heavily, which would materially 
interfere with tbe business of the day. 
A man or woman who is no break fast- 
cater must either be a heavv—over-heavy 
—supper-eatcr or be in a" bad state of 
health. A person who requires tbe stim­ 
ulus of a cup of tea, or any other stimulant 
or stimulus whatever, before partaking of 
solid food is not in the heyday of health. 
I like to see a man have his breakfast first, 
and then feel around for bis cup of coffee, 
tea or chocolate. 
I have known the 
strongest and healthiest of men positively 
forget all about the liquid part of their 
breakfast, and leave the table without it. 
I have known men who scarcely ever 
touched a drop of liquid of any kind from 
one week's end to another, and who, nev­ 
ertheless, were in ruddy aud robust health. 
What a person eats "for breakfast often 
gives me a clue to the state of his health. 
One example: If, while sojourning at a ho­ 
tel, 1 see a man come down to breakfast 
between 10 and 11 and sit down to deviled 
kidney with plenty of sauce (piquant), and 
perhaps one poor puny egg to follow, I 
would be willing to aver that he carries a 
while tongue, and that his liver sadly needs 
seeing to. 
' 
Ham and eggs, bacon and eggs, or beef­ 
steak or underdone chop, with boiled eggs 
to follow, and then a cup of nice tea, is a 
sensible breakfast for a man who is going 
away out into the fresh air to walk, or ride, 
or work till noon, but not for a person who 
has to sit all day in the same position at 
manual labor. I emphasize the word man­ 
ual, because intellectual or mental work 
conduces to appetite. An author hard at 
his desk, if his ideas be flowing freely, if 
he be happy at his work, and time living 
swiftly with him, soon gets hungry, which 
only proves that we must support the body 
well when there is a strain upon the mind, 
so that no extra expenditure of tissue may 
lead to debility. 
Cheerful conversation insures the easy 
digestion of a good breakfast. It is a pity 
that in this country the custom of inviting 
friends to the matutinal meal is not more 
prevalent. It may seem a strange thing to 
say, but I would ten times sooner go out to 
breakfast than to dinner. One is, or ought 
to be, freshest in the m orning; he then 
needs no artificial stimulus to make him 
feel bright, witty, happy, as he too often 
does after the duties of the day are over. 
The mid-day meal, or luncheon to those 
who dine in the evening, and who have 
work to do in the afternoon, should be a 
light one. I am not quite sure that I do 
not quite approve of the city “ smack ” It 
puts one past, it sustains nature, it leaves 
the mind free to think and to do its duty, 
and, above all, it enables the stomach to 
have a rest before the principal meal of the 
day. 
Now, about this m eal; I have to say 
that, if partaken of alone by one’s self, it 
ought to be an abstemious one. Even in 
oipaiiv it need not be a heavy one. No 
matter how many courses there’ are. there 
is not the slightest necessity ot making too 
free with them. 
But it is a fact, which every one must 
have felt, that even a moderately heavy 
meal is quickly and easily digested, if ac­ 
companied with and followed by witty or 
intellectual and suggestive conversation. 
“ I’m a dyspeptic; I must not dine out,” 
I have beard a gentleman more than once 
remark. 
Well, my impression is that it does dys­ 
peptics a deal of good to dine out, if they 
can eat in moderation and judiciously, 
never being tempted to call in the aid of 
artificial stimulus to enable them to do as 
men of more robust physique are doing 
around them.—[Family Doctor, in Cas­ 
sell’s Family Magazine for March.

The University has now the following 
laboratories in operation : One for chem­ 
istry ; one for physics ; one for m iner­ 
alogy and petrography; one for mechanical 
engineering, including a machine shop, a 
carpenter and pattern shop, a shop for fine 
work, a steam-fitting apparatus, a foundry 
and blacksmith shop, an engine room and 
an experimental laboratory ; one for as­ 
tronomy, containing a six-inch equatorial 
telescope, a spectroscope, a three-inch 
transit-and zenith telescope, a chronometer, 
a sidereal clock, etc.; one for assaying, con­ 
taining tbe different kinds of improved 
furnaces, batteries, petroleum engine, ca­ 
lorimeter and electric pyrometers, Oertling 
and Becker assay^ balances, etc.; one for 
metallurgy in process of equipment, to con­ 
tain a rock-breaker, a stamp-battery, a 
pulverizer, Frue and Krom concentrators, 
etc.; one for agriculture, devoted to the 
analysis of soils, etc.; and a special agri­ 
cultural laboratory for viticultural experi­ 
ments. 
TUB DICK OBSERVATORY. 
In the paragraphs relating to the Lick 
Observatory the following im portant in ­ 
formation is given :

sess its flint companion), undergoing the 
process of polishing. They are now (De­ 
cember, 1885) testing the objective by arti­ 
ficial stars in the shop, and exjiect, two 
or three m ouths later, to have it ready to 
monnt in a temporary tube for tests by 
heavenly bodies. 
If no accidents prevent, 
it will be finished during the vear 1886. 
One and a half or two years will then be 
required for m ounting it. 
The great dome to cover the 30-iuch re­ 
fractor will bo constructed of steel plates. 
The entire dome will be seventy-five feet 
in diameter and weigh about ninety-three 
tons. 


W h e re th e C a rp C a m e F ro m . 
Mention was 
recently made 
in the 
Record-U nion of the great num ber of fish 
at present in the Sacramento, including 
carp and sliad. The presence of the latter 
fish aid not create surprise, unless it m ight 
be at the rapid manner in which they have 
increased since they were “ planted” by the 
Fish Commissioners. It was different as to 
the carp, as it was not known that any 
breeding ponds of considerable size existed 
near the Sacramento. The following com- 
iminication, from J. Craig, published in the 
W oodland Vemoerat of Thursday, shows 
where a portion of them, at least, came 
from : 
“ Noticing in your paper of yesterday an 
account of the capture of a lot of German 
carp in the tules below the mouth of Cache 
creek, and the surprise as to where they 
came from, 1 will say that in 1881 I brought 
from Sonoma county a lot of breeding carp, 
and placed them in the large pond on what 
is known as the Gordon ranch, hoping to 
get a supply sufficient to stock the waters 
of Cache creek and Willow slongh. At that 
time I put in 24. The following year sonic 
miscreant put a charge of giant powder in 
the pond and blew them up, killing several 
hundred young ones, as well as some of the 
larger ones, which were found the next 
day floating on the top of the water. The 
next year, during a freshet, quite a num ­ 
ber made their escape, got into Cache 
creek and were seen at different times dur­ 
ing the summer along the deep holes be­ 
low Moore's dam. This winter, the water 
being very high in the slough, they have 
had no trouble in getting ont and into 
Cache creek and the tules. They have, 
notwithstanding the use of giant powder, 
survived, and were quite plentiful in the 
pond where first planted nntil the high 
water. I am sorry that such chivalrous 
sportsmen as the panics named should not 
have had enough pride in the -nocking of 
our waters with so valuable a fresh fish to 
have foregone the sport of shooting them, 
and permitted those that have scattered to 
have stocked the waters of Willow slough 
and the deep boles in the tales. They are 
wonderful breeders, and if let alone will 
soon be plentiful, and, being alm ost as 
gentle as tame docks, can be easily exter­ 
minated. unless the lovers of sporr. are 
chivalrous enough to let them haveashow . 
I am sorry that others can't feel encmgh 
pride in tbe stocking of our waters to give 
them a show to pet a start, before com­ 
mencing ou them .” 


H e a lth fu l Ifre ss fo r W o m en . 
The groat tro u b le w ith our feminine 
mode of dress i- th a t 'h e warmth is un ­ 
evenly d istrib u ted over th e surface of the 
body. The w aist, ilipa, and low tr back are 
much ovcr-heated by the lapping of the 
upper and lower garments, while the head, 
throat and extremities are usually only 
half protected. To tuis cause alone can be 
traced a great purt of the ill-health of 
American women. Women often break 
down from overwork : hut working at a 
disadvantage in corset and heavy skirts 
has a great deal to do with it. 
We cannot 
do so much nor do it as well as we could if 
public sentim ent picrmitted Women a hy­ 
gienic mode of dress. Skirts reaching to 
the feet are an undoubted hindrance to free 
and easy motion ; but as the petticoat is 
here, and has come to stay for a long time 
at least, we m ust study ways and means 
for making it as little harm ful as possible. 
Everybody knows that men owe much of 
their good health and success to their na­ 
tural and suitable style of dress. Now w hat 
women want is to secure the benefits of 
men’s genera! mode of dress in their under­ 
garments, using over these the ordigflry 
dress, in its most sensible form, as the 
badge of womanly modesty. 
To specify—the first garm ent put on 
should be some kind of a knit union suit 
with long sleeves, which is elastic and 
covers nearly the whole body. .Uii1e«i this 
is very heavy and warm, it should be sur­ 
mounted by another flannel union 6uit of 
cloth, at least in this northern climate. 
Then should follow a light flannel skirt, 
made in princess style, without any heavy 
trim mings. 
In moderate climates there fa 
nothing belter for this purpose than Jersey 
cloth, and for cold climates eider-down 
flannel. Both wash well, and have a knit­ 
ted web, which enables them to be fitted 
perfectly and yet give every muscle of the 
body full play. It ihe dress is in one piece 
so much the better; if in two pieces, sew 
short, strong tapes to the seams of the waist 
just above the waist line, make buttonholes 
in them, and place corresponding buttons 
on the loose yoke or band of th o light­ 
weight dress skirt. The idea is to have the 
whole body evenly covered, with few. if 
any, band3 around tbe waist, and all the 
weight depending from the shoulders. Let 
the clothing be as light as consistent with 
perfect warmth.—[Housekeeper.

It is believed tbe patient will 
suffer no permanent harm from the acci­ 
dent, though it is unaccountable that none 
of the intestines were punctured, as the 
point and edge of the knife blade were 
very sharp. The theory is that the buck­ 
wheat, by distending the bowels and in-

ONE 
WAY 
TO 
DEAL 
WITH 
THw 
TRAMP. 


As all know, the genuine tramp does not 
desire work. The proffer of it to any of 
those sworn into this confraternity of im­ 
postors is more than distasteful. 
During 
the summer season these beggarly wretches, 
who are more radically the enemies of 
honest wage-winners than any other can 
be, will be applicants for “ bits,” on the 
plea that they need food, but really to be 
expended in strong drink. They will, as 
in the past, invade homes for the expressed 
purpose of asking for the “ leavings” from 
the table, but in reality to ascertain where 
they can push imposition to its furtherest 
lim it anil abuse the charity of the house­ 
wife by theft or threat of violence. 
The questions of public relief and pri­ 
vate charity are troublesome always. The 
American people have, as yet, failed to 
agree upon any satisfactory and systematic 
method of uniformily distinguishing the 
worthy from the unworthy supplicants for 
alms. 
It is probably within limits to say 
that one-half of all the charity dispensed 
privately ¡6 waste of sympathy and sub­ 
stance. So difficult is it to determine 
where charity’s gifts may be worthily be­ 
stowed, that those who feel it a bonnden 
duty and privilege to exercise their be­ 
nevolent impulses, uncomplainingly submit 
to a great deal of imposition that they may 
not unwittingly dismiss the really worthy 
and needy. 
It would seem that, so far as the 
“ tramp,” pure and simple, is concerned, 
therefore, the test of proffered labor ought 
to be applied. That a law to enable this 
to lie done systematically would be a great 
good, appears to us plain. -But there are 
principles underlying the true “ labor 
test ” that must not be violated. The 
work tendered the tramp ought to come 
from an official source, representing the 
whole taxpaying class, to whom applicants 
should be referred. Thus the burden will 
be evenly distributed, and society, as a 
unit, enabled to do itself service, while 
it will also discharge the community of the 
responsibility incumbent upon it to pre­ 
vent human misery, arising from a lack of 
food and shelter. 
But it is also clear that if public work is 
offered tramps at paying rates, the inter­ 
ests of the workingmen who do not 
“ tramp ” will lie infringed. 
If, then, we 
are to publicly create a genuine demand 
for labor by. tramps, it should retain the 
form and spirit of charity—which helps 
by aiding the object of it to help itself— 
and should not be remunerative. To he a 
true labor test, it must be disagreeable 
•work that is proffered, and as well under­ 
paid. To make artificial paying work for 
the roving beggar class agreeable and 
profitable, would 
augment 
the 
tramp 
nuisance, for the really poor and worthy 
would he crowded out by the bold, able­ 
bodied and unscrupulous ; so the necessity 
of making charity labor-tests disagreeable, 
and rewarding those who apply under 
them indiflfereutlv, cannot be evaded and 
success attained. 
Let us suppose, therefore, that the next 
Legislature is brought to the passage of a 
law—if present authority is inadequate— 
qualifying counties, towns and cities to 
provide work upon streets and roads for 
those who are able-bodied, and who beg, 
with the proviso that all applicants for 
work shall be paid only enough to meet 
the actual necessities of existence—food, 
coarse raiment and shelter. 
Let us sup­ 
pose in a county under the operation of 
such a law, that a tramp applies to the in­ 
dividual for money or food, and that the 
citizen can justify his refusal to aid, and 
still satisfy his humane impulse, by refer­ 
ring the beggar to an official who is bound 
to give employment to all such applicants 
at hard labor upon the public highways or 
other works at a meager wage—that is, to 
help the beggar by enabling him to help 
himself—what must be the result? The so­ 
ber, honest laborer for a fair wage would not 
thrown into competition with this “as­ 
sisted” element. 
It, in turn, because the 
work is unpleasant and under paifl, and 
private relief withdrawn, would not re- 
maiu engaged in it any longer than actual 
necessity required. Unable longer to gain 
the car of private charity, all his begging 
responded toby reference to the highway 
where rock is to be broken and grades re­ 
paired for a few cents per day—but enough 


to guarantee a supply of food, and to in­ 
sure shelter from the night and the storm 
—the tramp would be driven to abandon 
the section, or give over his nomadic ways 
and settle down to steady industry. 
The proposed system would not be a 
charity draft upon the public treasury. On 
the contrary, it would be an economic 
matter, for the labor secured would more 
than compensate for all the outlay, whereas, 
under the present system of all that is 
given, not a particle of return is made, 
while the tramp is by it confirmed in his 
vicious habit. Our roads, streets, high­ 
ways and alleys are constantly demanding 
more expenditure of money for repairs. 
Those county roads not graded ought to be, 
or otherwise put into the best possible con­ 
dition. This cannot be done now, becanse 
at ordinary rates of wages the county sel­ 
dom feels able to reward the labor neces­ 
sary to the desired end, while local taxa­ 
tion for roads is constant, and remains in­ 
adequate. 
To employ “ tramps,” there­ 
fore, upon the highways, while not depriv­ 
ing workingmen of wage-winning oppor­ 
tunities, because the tramp laborer would 
be engaged only upon such work as other­ 
wise would remain undone, or would not 
be undertaken by- honest and willing la­ 
borers. 
Cities and towns, access to which is 
gained over bad and ill-kept roads, are, to 
an extent, walled in, and trade in conse­ 
quence suffers by a species of isolation. 
The country residents come to market as 
infrequently as is possible where the road 
to it is poor, or obstructed by toll-gates. 
They, therefore, husband their needs until 
the aggregate forces them to move, and 
then they are very likely to carry their 
augmented orders beyond the local supply 
depot to that of the metropolis. It needs, 
however, 
no 
argument 
to 
impress 
upon 
the 
public 
mind 
the 
value to a town and its vicinity of good 
roads. The question in hand is, simply, 
“ Why not set aside a sum of money each 
year, or procure legislative authority, if 
need be, to do so, in each county, to be 
known, say, as a road iabor-relief fund ? 
This sum should lie used solely upon the 
public highways or works in paying for 
the labor of those who apply for its bene­ 
fits, but be disbursed in such wages as will 
afford the applicants relief only from im­ 
mediate and pressing want.” Will not 
such disbursement rid the counties where 
it is made of the tramp nuisance ? Cer­ 
tainly the suggestion we have thrown out 
is worthy of consideration. Our present 
method of voting spot sums to relieve the 
poor may or may not do full measure of 
good. 
It is perhaps the very best we can 
do at present. 
But if we owe such duty 
to those who arc unable to help them­ 
selves, we also a duty to ourselves to rid 
the community of the importunity and 
imposture of the “ tramp,” and the labor- 
test will, we believe do precisely that 
thing, and at the same time cost the peo­ 
ple nothing, since for all expenditure in 
this direction they will secure “ valne re­ 
ceived.” 


THE PENALTY IN THE TAX CASES. 


I he two jier cent, a month interest issue 
in the railroad tax suits has reached a 
finality. The Supreme Court of the State 
has decided the matter, and that decision 
will be the rule for the Supreme Court of 
the United States, since no Federal ques­ 
tion is involved in it. The Court holds 
that the position of the railroad companies 
in resistance to the payment of the penalty 
is well taken and sound. 
It is held that 
this punishment of the delinquent tax­ 
payer is not applicable to railroads,for the 
reason that the property of such corpora­ 
tions is taxed under sjiecific provisions of 
law, distinct and apart from those having 
reference to the penalty. The significance 
of tills decision is multiform. 
It folly and 
emphatically justifies the corporations in 
the resistance they have made to the un­ 
just demands of the Controller's office, 
where animosity to railway organizations 
appears to be the chief motive to activity, 
and the source and spring of hypocritical 
concern for the welfare of the people. 
It 
fortifies the position of the Attorney- 
General of the State in the matter of the 
acceptance of tax money tendered, and of 
the use of which the State has been long 
deprived by the stupidity and vindictive­ 
ness of the man Dunn, who came to 
judgment 
posing 
as 
a 
savior 
of 
imperiled rights and liberties of the citi­ 
zens of the commonwealth, who dwell, ac­ 
cording to the Dunn clique, within the 
very jaws of a devouring railroad dragon. 
It affirms the wisdom and discretion of the 
Supervisors of counties who accepted the 
railroad tax money tender, and refused to 
punish their people in order to give aid 
and comfort to the political aspirations of 
a crowd of beggarly demagogues. It dem­ 
onstrates that the laws are uniform in their 
operation, and that aggregated capital is 
entitled to and will receive the same pro­ 
tection under the law that is accorded to 
individual possessions.. It proves that the 
advice of the law advisers of the railroad 
companies was wise for their clients aniL 
expository of right principles of law. 
It 
establishes the fact that the railroad com­ 
panies, in resisting the attempted extor­ 
tion, were not actuated by unworthy mo­ 
tives, nor a desire to escape just burdens 
or unlawful responsibilities. Whoever lias 
implanted in his nature a love for even­ 
handed justice: whoever believes that the 
laws are superior to narrow political am­ 
bition and o'er-leaping vanity ; whoever 
believes that the tender of the tax money, 
less the attempted extortion of interest, 
was sincere on the part of the railroad 
companies; 
whoever realizes that the 
policy of the Stockton Convention De­ 
mocracy has been a curse to the common­ 
wealth, will be gratified at the outcome of 
this case. Those who regret it prefer self 
to the common interest, and political su­ 
premacy to the integrity of the laws. 


THE MEANING OF THE HI8S. 


At the banquet given to workingmen 
members of Parliament, Monday, in Lon­ 
don, the toast, “ The Queen,” was hissed, 
and half the company remained seated. 
This is a meaning straw. 
The friends of 
monarchial 
government may deem it 
valueless as an indication of any consider­ 
able sentiment. 
Bat the idea of dem­ 
ocracy is expanding; it is taking root in 
places least expected: it is manifesting 
itself with more and more of boldness in 
all civilized countries; men are seeing 
clearer every day that self-government is 
a divine right of the people, and that the 
“ ruler” has no claim upon the consider­ 


ation, upon the intelligence of advancing 
civilization. 
Thrones and Kings have 
long to endure, but they are being driven 
daily into narrower bounds and their 
powers circumscribed. 
England may not 
become wholly democratic, but she is less 
monarchial to-day than yesterday, and 
will be still less so to-morrow. The hiss 
at the banquet was aimed at the ancient 
fiction of the divine right of the King to 
rule. It was meant as a protest. 
Pro­ 
tests of civilization grow 
oftener into 
revolutions, than they sink into failures. 
The men at the banquet represented only a 
single group in the social multitude. 
Bat 
it is a group knit together by a common 
interest; fortified by a knowledge of un 
nsed power; 
an 
element 
organizing 
rapidly ; and one that has the sympathy 
of fully half the civilized men and women 
of earth. 
So the hiss from such a source, 
though but repetitive of former similar 
insults, means bolduess backed by convic­ 
tion, and prejudice and a large degree oi 
hatred. 
It will never do to underestimate 
these manifestations of popular discontent. 
The wise measure them according to their 
full possibilities. 


It is inexplicable why the Federal Gov­ 
ernment manifests so little concern about 
the destruction of the ¡sacramento river, 
that is steadily augmenting. 
Why our 
Congressmen take no active measures in 
the matter is not, apparently, capable of 
explanation. If the Hudson, the Potomac, 
the Missouri, the Ohio or the Delaware 
were threatened in like manner, can am­ 
one believe that Congress would manifest 
no interest in the matter ? 
A member of 
the Anti-Debris Association of the Sacra­ 
mento Valley is now in Washington, en 
deavoring to arouse Congress and the 
Federal authorities to some activity in the 
matter. Suppose it Ls to be admitted that 
the State is negligent; that our Legis­ 
latures have failed to prohibit hydraulic 
mines draining into the rivers. Suppose 
we admit that no Legislature in the future 
will do its duty; that the citizens of the 
valley tire of Courts, and decline to prose 
cute offenders. Suppose, indeed, that we 
all join hands with the miners, and pro­ 
mote the more rapid destruction of the 
river. How in such cases could the Federal 
Government excuse itself for non-action ? 
W hat sense is there in declaring “ the 
Government will do nothing until the 
State stops hydraulic mining,” when the 
demand is that the Federal Government is 
equally bound with the State by “ the Act 
of Admission,” to preserve the integrity of 
the stream ? Of course the nuisance must 
cease; but how can Congressmen justify 
their refusal to aid in accomplishing this 
end? 
- 


T h e committees of the Grand Army of 
the Republic are now actively at work in 
arranging all the preliminaries for the en­ 
tertainment of the 30,000 expected guests 
in August next. 
If Sacramento proposes 
to prefer any claim whatever in this mat­ 
ter she shoHld do it at once. Other towns 
and sections are to be favored by the pres­ 
ence of large bodies of the excursionists 
for at least a day. If the idea of a fruit 
show here during the stay of the delegates 
in California is deemed by our people 
worthy their attention, it should be taken 
tip and considered at once. The scheme, 
as proposed by the Spirit of the Times, has 
merit in it, and there arc also objections 
to it. The chief thing that clouds it is the 
difficulty certain to be met with in arrang­ 
ing with the San Francisco managers. 
They will do their utmost to till the pro­ 
gramme of the ten days entertainment to 
the limit of fullness, and to make it all 
contribute to San Francisco. The cost to 
Sacramento of a display of fruits and flow­ 
ers would be comparatively slight, and the 
return would fully comjiensate for it. A 
consultation among business men would 
speedily determine whether 
the 
plan 
suggested is in harmony with the desires 
of the people. The matter is not pressed 
from any quarter, but it deserves consider­ 
ation, nevertheless. 


T hf.r e is strength in the opinion now 
freely expressed, and said to be concurred 
in by the Attorney-General, that Mc­ 
Carthy, the nomadic ex-Clcrk of the Su­ 
preme Clerk, will be entitled to his office 
if he demands its return to his control. 
The State, his friends declare, lias no 
claim against him. He has not yet been 
adjudged guilty of any offense for which 
he may be removed.

hardihood to do so.

There should be no wavering 
now. nor quibbling over matters of little conse­ 
quence. The party must stand bv the Adminis­ 
tration or it will fall with it.—{Cleveland Plain- 
dealer.

The Southern Pacific Company seems de­ 
termined to acquire a “ monopoly ” ot the 
overland travel and traffic by maintaining 
lower rates for fares and freights than any 
other competing line.

A Long and Stubborn Contest Indicated 
—R ates Steadier. 
[Han Francisco Bulletin, February 2ath.¡ 
The railroad war this morning presented 
few new features, the price of overland 
tickets being only a few dollars lower than 
yesterday afternoon. 
The rates openly 
quoted this forenoon were first-class unlim­ 
ited to New York, $78; limited, $48; third 
class, $34 ; third class to Chicago, $22 50. 
These rates were made by the Atlantic anil 
Pacific, the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
and the Chicago and Alton roads, but it 
was thought by some connected with these 
roads that rates were being made lower 
than the figures given. Some tickets were 
sold at $77 to New York, but the Southern 
Pacific Company ordered the price to bo 
kept up to $78. 
NEW ARRANGEMENT. 


era roads the fight is simplified to a consid­ 
erable extant, relieving the agents of con­ 
necting roads East from the wear and tear 
incident to a lively competition between 
themselves. By the new agreement the 
Southern Pacific Company makes the 
through rate, which is accepted by all the 
lines between its terminus and the Atlan­ 
tic, the money received for the tickets being 
divided according to mileage. Any rate 
made East will be met by the Southern 
Pacific Company, and should one of the 
lines connecting with it make a reduction, 
the same redaction wo aid be made over 
other lines, so that the rate would be re­ 
duced all around. 
There is, therefore, no 
competition between local o iff! oes of East­ 
ern roads, the contest being thus narrowed 
to a fight between the A tchtyn, Topeka 
and Santa Fe, Atlantic and Paqfic and the 


licago and Alton, and the Southern Pa­ 
lie Company. 
ST CADI KB TO-DAY. 
In consequence of the new arrangement 
by which Eastern roads agreed to pro rate 
passenger receipts, rates have been steadier 
to-day that at any time during the war. 
Prices have not varied, as far as can be 
learned, from the figures given above. How 
long they will stay where they now are is 
one oft te uncertainties of the contest, and 
which road will first make a change cannot 
be foretold. Thus far the aggressor has 
been in most instances the Southern Pa­ 
cific or its connecting lines, the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe road contenting itself 
with keeping abreast of its competitor, not 
seeking to pass it by making lower rates. 
To most railroad men it appears as if the 
Atchison people had entered into the war 
to stay, and that its intention is to tire out 
its rival, like a bulldog which keeps a firm 
grip on the pantaloons of one who has ex­ 
cited its animosity and is seeking to get 
away. 
THE GREAT TRUNK LINES. 
Whether the great trank lines east of 
Chicago will take a hand in the fight re­ 
mains to be seen. Up to the present time 
they have not, apparently, sought to com­ 
pete with each other. The Eastern com­ 
petition has been confined to the roads 
reaching from Chicago to the Missouri 
river, and in this contest the rivalry has 
been quite strong. Now they are appa­ 
rently at peace, each accepting their propor­ 
tion of the cat rates. It now remains for 
the trunk lines east of Chicago to begin a 
war on overland business. 


MARSHALL OS DUNN. 


H e H akes Things Very Sultry for the 
State Controller. 
f£an Francisco Post.] 
Attorney-General Marshall is rated _ 
about the best stump speaker in the wild 
West, and is certainly gifted with unnsual 
eloquence, flavored with tremendous powers 
of invective and sarcasm. When the At­ 
torney-General is much worked up on a 
question and is anxious to express himself 
very forcibly, he draws on a choice stock of 
expletives which he has at his command, 
and which come as smoothly and grace­ 
fully off his tongue as the polished phrases 
of a veteran diplomat. But the eye is so 
much more chaste than the car that Mr. 
Marshal's talk, while it ravishes the hear­ 
ing, somewhat offends the vision, and for 
that reason it is customary to lake some 
little liberties with his remarks when pre­ 
paring them for the press. Cold-lea’den 
dashes and blanks but ill convey the 
warmth and fervor of Mr. Marshall's ora­ 
tory, especially when be is aroused 011 
such subjects as Dunn's knowledge of the 
law and Deltuas’ code of professional 
ethics, and it has become necessary to in 
vent a new method of accentuating an 
interview with the talented and vigorous 
Attorney-General. 
A short talk on the 
subject of the Supreme Court’s decision 
that the two per cent, per month penalty 
did not apply to railroad taxes, the collec­ 
tion of which is specifically provided for, 
went something like th is: " 
THE CAUSE OF HCSN’b HATE. 
“Of course, they decided that way. How 
the boom ! boom ! could they decide differ­ 
ently ? And now I hope that the boom ! 
boom! Controller will have the senses to 
see that he knows as little about the law as 
he docs about ihe practice of telling the 
truth about bis enemies.” 
“ What was the first cause of Dunn’s at­ 
tacks on you ?” 
‘ Thia two per cent, penalty. I told hint 
as Attorney-General I would, of course, sue 
for this penalty, if he insisted; but I ad­ 
vised him privately that it could not be col­ 
lected, and then the narrow-minded b-xini!

pany paid the county the taxes claimed ; in 
many cases with interest and attorney’s 
fees added, and took proper vouchers and 
receipts therefor. 
When the company 
made the account payments to me of 
course these receipts were handed in as 
representing the 
amount of coin paid. 
Dunn knew that as well as any one could, 
boom! boom! him, for he had to take the 
vouchers from the County Treasurers in 
their annual settlements, yet the boom ! 
boom ! boom ’ went to work and got out a 
statement setting forth tiiat I had not col­ 
lected the money I claimed to have re­ 
ceived.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT I NION. 


M eeting mf the Directors in San Fran- 
ci*co. 
A meeting of the directors of the Califor­ 
nia Fruit Union was held at 8 a . m. Friday 
at 507 Montgomery street, San Francisco.

President Livermore read a number of 
letters from Eastern fruit-dealers, all of

consequently was in poor condition, and at 
the same time the reshipping by express 
made it very expensive, etc. 
SYSTEM FOR DISPOSAL OK FRUITS. 
The following resolution was carried 
unanimously: 
Resolved, The Board ol Trustees of the Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Union wiil hold a meeting at the 
San Francisco office on March 10.1866, at 10 
A. K.. for the consideration of a system for the 
disposal of California fruits in Eastern markets. 
A letter was received from Sig. Aile- 
gretti, accompanied by a box of pears, 
which had been picked some five months, 
and preserved by his peculiar process, with 
the request that they be distributed among 
the members of tbe union, in order that 
they should judge as to whether the inven­ 
tion was of anv practical benefit to the 
fruit interests of California. This was re­ 
ceived by the Board, acknowledged, and 
the letter ordered to be placed 011 file for 
further action at the next meeting. 
Another letter from the same gentleman 
with reference to laying before a committee 
from the Board the matter of inviting from 
Italy countrymen of his, who were skilled 
in agricultural pursuits and were peculiarly 
adapted to tbe present needs of the fruit­ 
growers of the State.

CONDITION 
OF 
PKOSPERITT 
THROUGHOUT THE STATE. 


The Farm Workshop—Preparation 
o f the Soil—Concerning Poultry— 
Hog Cholera—General Notes. 


There is a general belief that the season 
before ns will be a prosperóos one, so far as 
crops are concerned. 
There has been an 
abundance of rain thus far, and a very ex­ 
tended acreage of grain crops have been 
sown, and, so far as reported, the stand is 
all that could be desired. The advantages 
arising from more thorough cultivation of 
the soil is also becoming better understood 
each year, and a better system of farming 
in this regard is being put into practice. 
This will increase the productions, and 
make the net income from the soil much 
more remunerative. 
The work of putting 
in fruit trees and vines is still m active pro­ 
gress, and the acreage of such planting 
will be found far greater than ever before 
seen in the State. This is not confined to 
any one, or a limited locality, but reports 
through the press from all parts of the 
State show a like improvement. The heavy 
rainfall the present season, it is believed, 
will render this an unusually favorable 
year for young trees and vines. 


THE FARM WORKSIIOr. 
Every farmer, market gardener and fruit 
grower whose business requires the keen­ 
ing of a team, or even one horse, should 
also have a few carpenter’s tools, a bench 
and a vise. It would be more convenient 
to have a suitable room specially for a 
workshop, but if that is impossible, then a 
comer of the main floor of the barn will 
do. If provided with a few suitable tools, 
any man of ingenuity can do many a job 
of repairing for himself which would other­ 
wise cost him considerable money, and 
often great loss of time besides. To illus­ 
trate : While plowing com one day when 
a boy the plow point caught on an unseen 
root, and the sudden jerk broke the beam. 
My employer, who was working with me 
in the same field, gave me his horse 
and plow, and then taking mine went to 
the barn. There he made and put in a new 
beam, which did not take more than two 
or three hours. He lived three miles from 
town, aud it would have taken him longer 
than that to have gone to town and had it 
mended, so he probable saved time as well 
as money. Winter is a season of compara­ 
tive leisure to most farmers and many 
gardeners. At that time they would find a 
work-room and a set of tools verv useful. 
There are many agricultural implements 
which any man who is handy with tools 
can easily make for himself, and thus find 
profitable occupation for many stormy days 
through the winter and sprine, when it 
would be impossible to work out of doors. 


1IOW TO CSC A URIXDSTOJTE. 
A grindstone is one of the worst-used 
implements on the farm, or in the work­ 
shop. Few take the trouble to think about 
their work, and consequently the great 
majority of people fail to get the most and 
best use from their tools. The few who do 
think will agree with us when we say that 
a grindstone is both badly used and badly 
chosen. It is too small, too thick ; it is not 
evenly and truly set and centered; it is not 
properly speeded, and is turned either too 
fast, and made to throw the water around, 
or too slow, and so fails to doits work well; 
it is not well taken care of, and it is badly 
used. A grindstone, to do good service, 
should be at least three feet in diameter and 
two and one-lialf to three inches in thick­ 
ness. having a bevel on each sideof the face 
for grinding on. It should be quite free 
from hard spots of iron pyrites, which are 
injurious to tools, although these may 
be taken out with a sharp-pointed punch. 
If it is not centered truly, it will work out 
of shape, and soon require trueing up. It 
should run as fast as possible, as it does 
work both better and more quicklv. To 
prevent it from throwing water, a piece of 
bagging should be fastened to a staple fixed 
across the frame on each end, but not so 
close as to grind it out; this will catch the 
excess of water and yet keep the stone wet 
enough and clean it. The stone should be 
kept m the shade, and never in water, 
which softens it and makes one side wear 
faster than the other. 
The water-box 
should have a hole in it, to let out the 
water and keep the stone dry when not in 
use. In grinding, it should mostly turn from 
the toe), and if used otherwise, great care 
should be taken by the one who hold* tv,c 
490I. not 
gouge me stone.—[H e n ry Stew­ 
art in American Agriculturist. 


PREPARATION OF TI1K SOIL. 
The proper preparation of the soil to fit 
it for a crop involves a variety of processes, 
the most important of which are the 
loosening of the soil 
by plowing or 
digging and the comminution or pul­ 
verizing of it to allow the roots easily to 
run through it and to take up their nutri­ 
ment from it. Subsoil plowing is a most 
necessary operation whenever the subsoil 
is heavy and retentive. Vegetables and 
fruits, as much as the grain crops, require 
deep working of the soil. A moderately 
heavy soli that has been underdraincd 
and subsoiled, and then carefully worked, 
is capable of producing the heaviest crops. 
A deep, rich soil is wonderfully favorable 
to a bank account. All the processes in 
the preparation of a piece of land for a crop 
require good tools, aud in their purchase 
the aim should he to get the best. A good 
tool will quickly pay for itself, but a poor 
one is very expensive. A man must be 
well off who can afford to use poor tools. 
While a good plow will do better work 
than a poor one, it also enables the team to 
do more of it. Tools and implements 
should not only be of the best kinds, hut 
they should be carefully kept in order, and 
be clean and bright, and be stored in a 
proper place, where they can always be 
found when wanted, without rttnning 
across lots to find them where they were 
thrown when last used.—[Vick's Magazine. 


CHEAP XIS-I-BODUCHNO FOODS. 
In the morning, just as the hens come 
off, is the time to give them the soft food, 
and it should be warm and stimulating; 
but do not give them all they can eat, nor 
feed them 011 the ground, but rather give 
only enough to afford them a partial break­ 
fast, and then make them toralc!1, if neces­ 
sary, compelling them to go hungry until 
night, rather than they should mope around 
and become lazy and idle. At night stuff 
them with all the mixed grain they want. 
There arc many ways of preparing’ cheap, 
nourishing foods, which may contain all 
the elements of the eggs. Or.’e of the best 
is as follows : Take a piece of liver, rough 
beef, or even biood (about a pound), and 
boil It to pieces in half a gallon of water, 
adding more when too much has evapor­ 
ated. While boiling, add half a pint of 
soaked beans, the same of rice and the same 
of linseed meal. When the whole is cooked 
add salt to taste and thicken with two 
parts ground oats, one part bran, one part 
middlings 
and 
one • of 
com 
meal. 
Add the mixed ground grain until the 
mess has thickened to a stiff dough. 
If it bums a little no harm will be done. 
Then stir in half a pint of ground bone. If 
milk be convenieut it may also be added, 
either as cords, buttermilk’or in any other 
shape. When boiling add a tablespoonful 
of bread soda to the water. This food may 
be cooked in the shape of cakes and crum­ 
bled for the fowls or fed in the soft state. 
A tablespoonful is sufficient for each hen. 
Just before adding the ground grain some 
chopped clover may be placed in the boiler 
also. 
Another good mess is to chop clover very 
fine and steep it over night in boiling 
water. In the morning let the water come 
to a boil, and add a quart of fresh bullock’s 
blood to each gallon of water; thicken with 
mixed ground grain as before, and feed. 
Condiments, such as red pepper, ginger, 
etc., should be fed sparingly. Once or twice 
a week is often enough, but all the soft food 
should be salted to suit the taste, as salt is 
as essential to poultry as to larger stock.— 
[Philadelphia Record. 


THE HOG CBOLKKA. 
Owners of hogs in several parts of this 
State have, dunng the past year, suffered 
considerable loss from a disease which is 
thought by them to be hog cholera. 
Whether it is that or not can be deter­ 
mined by a comparison of the symptoms 
with the following statement: The State 


Veterinarian of Kansas, who has made 
the matter the subject of mach study, 
■ays that vomiting, diarrhoea or coaching 
generally mark the appearance of thie dis­ 
ease. 
In some cases the appetite is good, 
in others poor or entirely gone. 
Usually 
the sick animal is thirsty, 
for he is 
feverish, with a temperature 
varying 
from 103 to 108 until near death, when 
it oftener goes below 100. 
Red, watery, 
over-sensitive eyes affect particularly the 
vounger pigs. The ears droop, the head 
hangs low, the back is humped, the hind 
parts stagger from side to side, the belly is 
tucked up, often tender to pressure, while 
the softer portions of the skin on the inside 
of the thighs, along the belly and behind 
the ears show reddish or pnrple patches. 
The skin is usually dry,wrinkled and often 
scaled off, particularly on the ears. Con­ 
stipation ot the bowels is often very marked 
in the early stages of the disease; later on 
diarrhn a commences and continues until 
death. Hogs with cholera generally seek 
the 
shade, where they will 
lie 
on 
their bellies for hours, having no disposi­ 
tion to move except when thirst compels 
them to seek water. With yonng animals 
the percentage of loss is from 75 to 100 per 
cent., and with older ones from 40 to 50 per 
cent. In order to suppress the disease, 
every animal should be immediately killed 
as soon a3 the first unmistakable signs are 
shown. The dead bodies should be burned 
or deeply buried, together with all exposed 
bedding, etc. Remove all the healthy to 
disinfected ground. Use carbolic acid and 
lime in liberal quantities on the infected 
spot, and do not use it again for at least 
six months. Never keep bogs on a stream 
of water on which diseased pigs are kept, 
nor on ground so situated that the rains 
will wash frcm the infected spot to that 
which is not infected. By the exercise of 
these precautions, and the utmost cleanli­ 
ness in all the surroundings of the herd, 
heavy losses will be prevented and the dis­ 
ease will soon be stamped out.—[Exchange. 


GENERAL NOTES. 
Edward Atkinson states that nearly the 
whole wool clip now comes to market un­ 
washed, and that out of the 320,000,000 
pounds of domestic wool used there must 
be 25 per cent, at the least, or 80,000,000 
pounds, of a very valuable oil thrown into 
the rivers and wasted. When the “ suint ” 
is refined, a thick, viscous oil is obtained, 
which is absolutely free from oxidation, 
and which is therefore the most valuable 
oil for curriers’ use that can be found. 
The lowest temperature at which seeds 
of common cultivated plants germinated 
has been determined by Mous. Hellriegel. 
Barley and oats were found to start in soil 
having a temperature of 35°, rye and win­ 
ter wheat at 32°, Indian corn at 48°, the 
turnip at 32°. flax at 35°, the pea and clover 
at 35°, the bean and lupin at 38°, asparagus 
at 35°, the carrot at 38°, and the beet at 40°. 
Of the Jersey cows Trincess second se­ 
cured the highest record (48 pounds 12J 
ounces) 
for 
one 
week. 
Oxford 
Kate (39 pounds 12 
ounces) secured 
second place. 
The highest record on 
grass alone is that of Jennie Dodo (21 
pounds 8 ounces). The number of Jersey 
cows that have secured records of 18 pounds 
or over for one week is 139. 
A New England man has patented a 
process for improving the fertility of fields 
by trenching and cross-trenching them 
three and a half feet deep and four rods 
apart, partly filling the trenches with loose 
stones and throwing enough earth on them 
to allow the plow to pass over without 
coming in contact with the stones. 
The shepherd should breed for, size 
weight of fleece, evenness of distribution 
over the body, for length of staple and fine­ 
ness, for vigor, heahhfulness and constitu­ 
tion, and as a result he will soon have a 
flock of large, thrifty sheep, which will 
yield him each Beason fleeces of the high­ 
est merit. 
About a dozen years ago the rape butter­ 
fly and asparagus beetle came to Long 
Island, where they might have been hedged 
and destroyed if taken in time. In one 
short year they destroyed $500.000 worth 
of cabbage and asparagus for the garden­ 
ers of New York. 
If you have a good farm horse keep him. 
The difficulties in the way of securing a 
good horse cannot be realized until the 
animal is really required and attempts are 
made at purchasing. But few horses are 
exempt front defect of some kind. 
The Taris Horticultural Congress, to open 
in May, is to discuss, among other questions 
the influence of the age of seeds on the 
quality of the plants they produce, and the 
possibility of cultivating other mushrooms 
than the common edible variety. 
A hill of raspberry plants, after being 
trimmed in spring, should only have three 
or four canes, about three a half feet high 
and nearly one inch in diameter at the 
base, each cane having a few side spurs 
about ten inches long

N ew Y ork, February 10th.—At about 
midnight Mrs. Kate Htfrker, 42 years old, 
applied to the police for assistance in the 
case of her 16-year-old son Paul, who she 
said was in the habit of returning home 
late every night intoxicated, creating dis­ 
turbance and abasing her. Detective Blis- 
sert was detailed to accompany Mrs. Bar­ 
ker home and arrest her son. When they 
reached the corner of First avenue anil 
Sixth street the woman stopped, placed 
her hand over her heart, and with a cry 
of grief fell to the sidewalk, where she ex­ 
claimed passionately, “ Ob, God, my heart 
is breaking 1” The Mtoroan was carried 
back to fhe station-house, and died on the 
way thither. Her son Paul wa3 shortly 
afterward arrested When he saw the dead 
body of his mother he threw himself upon 
it and expressed great sorrow, saying that 
he was the cause of it all. 


K itchen F loors.—Good white flooring 
of 4 or 5-inch stuff, tongued and grooved 
and thoroughly seasoned, is very good. 
This may also be laid with painted joints, 
and thus be made nearly or quite water 
and air-tight. It is far more convenient to 
have it primed with a good filling coat, af­ 
ter touching the knots with shellac and 
varnish, and painted. Old floors that have 
been discolored can be stained to a darker 
shade of the same kind of wood, or painted 
with two coats of good white lead and 
linseed oil, tinted as may be most agreeable 
to the eye, and most convenient. The best 
plan is to paint such floors with half-boiled 
and half-raw oil, using “ drier ” as may be 
necessary, and to leave the rooms unused 
as Jong as possible, to allow the paint to 
become thoroughly dry and hard. This 
can be done before’ the House is occupied, 
if newly built, or during the absence of the 
family, or when 
other parts of 
the 
house can be used, and the painted floors 
left for a week, at least, and as much longer 
as. possible, and not stepped upon. As to 
color, some persons prefer yellow, shading 
to bnff of various tints; others, black-wal­ 
nut color, or Indian red. The common soil 
of the vicinity often gives a very useful 
suggestion as to the color, and if this is too 
pale and light, the tint of the same soil 
when moistened may commend itself.

In reply 
John Fitzgerald, editor of the Brooklyn 
Catholic Examiner, gives "A Few Words 
with a Bilious Brother,” in which he tells 
the Western editor that “sensible men, 
Protestant and Catholic, are beginning to 
tire of such narrowness of policy ” and 
suggests that it would be better for him if 
he would expend his passion and work off 
bis bile, not m intolerant outbursts against 
another’s tolerance, but in contending 
against the social evils from which Catho­ 
lics and Protestants are suffering alike. "Is 
it not better,” he asks, “tbat both Protest­ 
ants and Catholics should unite in an earn­ 
est effort to cleanse the Augean stable of 
vice and immorality, than that they should 
be forever monotonously engaged in bitter 
and senseless warfare, the only result of 
which is to produce iuatual dislike?" 
Wise words. 
“ my religion” 
Is the title of a translation of a Russian 
work which has made quite a sensation in 
Europe and has passed through several 
editions in France and Germany. It is bv 
Count Leo Tolstoi, the famous author of 
“ War and Peace,” an historical novel long 
regarded as one of the finest productions of 
Russian literature. It is an eloquent and 
impressive plea for a direct application of 
the literal teachings of Jesus as expressed 
in the Sermou on the Mount, respecting 
non-resisteuce, requiting evil with good, 
the amputation of an offending member of 
the body, etc. It is published by T. Y. 
Crowell & Co., of New York, and in the 
introduction it is suggested that there is a 
necessity in America to arouse the various 
Christian sects to “ a realization of their 
present failure to cope with the promiucnt 
evils of the day." 


BCINDAY PAPERS. 
The clergy of Boston as well as that of 
New York, with Bishop Huntington at 
their head, are agitating against the Bun- 
day issues of the press. But Rev. Dr. Her­ 
rick, the popular pastor of the Mt. Ver­ 
non Congregational Church (formerly Dr. 
Kirk’s), takes a very sensible view of the 
subject. He is quoted as saying in a re­ 
cently published sermon : “ The Sunday 
paper exerts a good influence, for a clean, 
wholesome sheet like the Sunday iasue of 
the Boston Herald, is far better reading for 
the Sabbath day than the literature which 
would supply its place if it did not exist.” 
The same might be said with truth of 
many other papers, published on Sunday 
and read by the same persons who read the 
issues of other days, including a majority 
of church goers.

MOODY ON ROLLER-SKATING. 
“ I have received several inquiries about 
the morality of roller-skating,” said Mr. 
Moody, the evangelist, at a revival meeting 
recently. " 1 have only this to say about if, 
that when the godly and the ungodly mix, 
the godly are going to suffer. If you go to 
the skating rink and slide around on 
roller-skates for the glory of God, it is all 
right. I remember that I’preached in Scot­ 
land on the liquor traffic, and when I was 
through a brewer came to me and said if I 
found a passage in the Bible against the 
use of liquors he would give up the manu­ 
facture. I turned to the Bible and read : 
‘ Whatever ye do, do it for the glory of 
God.’ Then I said to the brewer, ‘ Now, 
you just make your stuff for the glory of 
God, and it will be all right.’ And I sav’the 
same thing about roller-skating. 
If' you 
pray over it and skate for the glory of God. 
it is all right.” A California vineyardist 
remarked, on reading this, that he did not 
know about roller-skating, but as for wine, 
if it was for the glory of God to make it in 
Cana, he could not see why it might not be 
equally so in Sonoma. 


HOLINESS FREE BREAKFASTS. 
It is a curious coincidence that the Holi­ 
ness brethren in Chicago, as well as in San 
Francisco, should have got hold of an old 
theater called the “ Adelphi,” and are de­ 
voting it to Holiness meetings, faith-cure, 
free breakfasts and Gospel lunches. The 
transformation scene is a great success. It 
is said to be largely patronized by the same 
class of people as before. The Chicago 
Fire and Hammer, which is the peculiar 
name of the Holiness paper, save of the 
free breakfasts or lunches: “ The lunch 
given to these poor men much more repre­ 
sents the spirit of the Lord's Supper than 
the little crumb of bread and sip of wine 
fastidiously taken by jeweled-hunds in a 
cushioned pew.” 


A HOME HIT, 
Rev. Sam. Jones, the Southern evangelist, 
whose sayings have been so much in the 
papers of late, tells of “ a little steamboat 
which bad a very small boiler and so big a 
whistle tbat when it was blown the boat 
stopped.” 
The Boston Conprcgationalht 
thanks Sam for the apt illustration, saying: 
"Good thing. Been some time in the fog 
as to the slim outcome of sundry noisily 
advertised men, churches and things. Clear 
as quill now. Bigger the whistle, smaller 
the work.” 


" A MILLIONAIRE FOR HEAVEN.” 
The London Christian quotes the follow­ 
ing striking passage from a sermon by Dr. 
Cuyler, cf Brooklyn, N. Y.: “ President 
Van Buren is reported to have remarked, 
when he beard that his son, a lawyer, had 
married a lady of large wealth : ‘ Well, he 
is ruined 1 She is very rich. Now he will 
give up his profession, for which lie has 
great ability, and become merely a rich 
man—the least usefnl of all human things.’ 
This is too true. Merely to absorb and en­ 
joy a large amount of God’s silver and 
gold is one of the lowest forms of human 
existenoe. * * *• Write six ciphers in a 
line and they amount to nothing. Put the 
figure 1 before them and they amount to u 
million. All human talents and posses­ 
sions are but ciphers until you put the 
name of Jesus Christ at the head of them. 
Then they make their owner a millionaire 
for heaven." 


ABSTAINING FROM BLOOD. 
A New York religious paper, the Ob­ 
server, calls attention to the fact that the 
prohibition of meats from which the blood 
had not been drained, which was given 
first to Noah, and then to Moses, and con­ 
firmed by the Christian Council at Jerusa­ 
lem (Acts xv., 20), is disregarded by Chris­ 
tians at the present day, greatly to the 
detriment of their health. 
The Jews ob­ 
serve it, refusing to eat game that has been 
shot, as the blood is thereby retained. 
They reject not only me it which shows 
marks of disease, but blood that may be 
diseased without external evidence; and 
Christians should be equally careful. 


A TROBLEM IN REDUCTION. 
The American HonSe Missionary Society 
makes a pressing appeal to the churches 
for help in reducing expenses. The Secre­ 
taries say: “ The Society is already $18,­ 
000 in triears, and these are daily increas­ 
ing. The time has couie to inquire with 
real solicitude, what 
shall be done? 
How is the Society to meet its pledges 
with a treasury steadily falling away? 
We have sought in every possible wav to 
rouse the churches.” 
As these persistent 
efforts have been unavailing, retrenchment 
has been decided o n : “ Hitherto the motto 
we have been glad to commend to vou has 
been ‘ Forward !’ But the only wise and 
honorable 
motto to-day is 
* Reduce!’ 
Please give this problem of reduction your 
most earnest consideration." 
Petitions are in circulation in New York 
that the Metropolitan Museum of Art and 
other museums of like character for the in­ 
struction and entertainment of the people 
may be open on Sunday as well as the 
libraries. 
The Christian Herald and the 
religious press generally oppose the propo­ 
sition. on the ground that it would, if ac­ 
cepted, "operate still further to break down 
the distinction between secular and holy 
time, now almost obliterated in the public 
mind.”

T h e B s s a t l M a t B anquet*. 
A pink dinner, complete in all its details} 
was recently given at Washington, D. C. 
Through the center of the uncovered mahog­ 
any table lay an oblong bed of pink tulips; 
pink candles shaded by pink shades were 
m tall candelabros at either end of the ta­ 
ble ; the favors were laige bunches of pink 
roses tied by pink satin ribbons for the 
ladies. The hostess aod a number of the 
ladies present wore pink dresses. The dec­ 
orations throughout the bouse were pink. 
The floral decorations at the state dinner 
to the diplomatic corps, says an Eastern 
journal, were also remarkabie. A globe of 
flowers hung suspended a little above the 
table from a light gilt frame-work. On the 
surface of the globe water was represented 
by green leaves, the several oountries by 
flowers of various kinds; below the globe, 
on a mirror lake, floated tiny ships laden 
with flowers. 
Flowers were never more extensively 
used for special decorations, generally at 
the East, than now. Panels of flowers dec­ 
orate the walls of the rooms, frames of 
doorways are hidden behind niassos of 
flowers, newel post and roil are covered 
with vines and flowers, and sometimes the 
ladies are so loaded with bouquets that 
have been sent by admirers as to seriously 
interfere with the grace of motion. One 
lady recently made her appearance carry­ 
ing five bouquets, one having seven birds 
perched above the flowers 011 silver wires. 
A New York paper, speaking of a recep­ 
tion recently given by the ladies to the 
Union League Club of New York, savs: 
Among the decoratione of the supper table 
was the pedestal of the Statue of Liberty, 
formed of different ices, surmounted bv a 
figure of Washington ; candy cart drawn by 
a team of roasted pigs; a salmon lay 011 the 
b a tiK of a miniature lake, on which floated 
tiny swans; a scene from the “ Mikado" 
was represented by sugar images; “ Co­ 
lumbus Discovering America,” " Washing­ 
ton Crossing the Delaware.” and other his­ 
toric representations were modeled in ices 
and sugar. Partridges, pheasants and quail 
were scattered about in their natural cos­ 
tumes, which by the quick manipulation of 
the waiters disappeared, and the roasted 
bird was left for the palate. 


B u sin ess C h an ges In th e C ath olic C hurch. 
According to the new plenary decree of 
the Roman Catholic Church in the United 
States there will be several radical changes 
in the management in future. The princi­ 
pa! changes are three in number : 
1. The Letter regulation of property. 
2. The substitution of the title " rector" 
for that of " priest.” 
3. The appointment of trustees from the 
bo.ly of the laity. 
Every bishop will be required to make 
an Inventory of his property as bishop, 
trustee and individual, 'lie must distin­ 
guish in his will bisown from the church’s 
property, and bequeath the latter, to his 
successor in office. Another decree for­ 
bids private banking by the bishops, priests 
and heads of conventual and monastic es­ 
tablishments. 
Hereafter all clergymen in charge of pa­ 
rishes will be called rectors. Their salaries 
will be regulated by the diocesan synods, 
and everything given to them in a general 
way must go to the church. The Christmas 
and Easter collections, except when the 
parish is too poor to pay the salary, are to 
be abolished. They cannot handle money 
for any purpose without the bishop’s con­ 
sent, and all their funds must be banked in 
the bishop’s name. 
The third chango is quite radical. It 
provides for the appointment of a committee 
of trustees among the laity of each parish, 
whom the rector is to name, and whom 
the bishop will approve of. To this board 
the rector must make an annual report of 
the financial condition of the church, which 
shall be subject to their examination and 
approval. He must account for his par­ 
ochial expenditures, both to the bishop and 
to the people. 


The Statf of Life.—No date can be as­ 
signed to the first bread, specimens having 
been found among the remains of the mys­ 
terious people who lived on the Swiss lakes 
before the dawn of history. The bread of 
the lake-dwellers was made from wheat, 
barlev and even poppy -seeds, and was 
baked between red-hot stones. By Chi­ 
nese writers Cbing-Noung is reputed to 
have been the first who taught men—about 
2,000-Ji. C.—the art of husbandry, and the 
method of making bread from wheat, and 
wine from rice. The baking of bread was 
known in patriarchal ages—see Exodus xii , 
15—and became a profession at Rome iu 
170 B. C. Barley-broad was used in Eng­ 
land in the time of James I., po'ato-bread 
is now eaten in Ireland, anil powdered cod­ 
fish is made into bread in Iceland.

N ew - D ro u g h t tiy S te a m e r fro m E a ste rn 
L an d s. 
The San Pablo brings Japan dates to 
February 8th. and Hongkong to January 
ty.th. 
JAPAN. 
. 
Vaccination is being vigorously carried 
on in the Town Hall of Yokohama, a daily 
average of 100 persons being vaccinated. 
Several capitalists in Osaka are consider­ 
ing the advisability of getting up a com 
pany to illum inate the city with the electric 
iiglil. 
The allowance of 000 yen per annum as 
table money to the Governors and Prefects 
of the five open ports, which has hitherto 
been paid monthly, will in future be handed 
to the officials twice a year, and it is now 
intended to give grants of a similar nature 
to their chief subordinate officers. 
A project is on foot to establish an asso­ 
ciation for the preservation of old temples 
at Kamakura, and several prom inent resi­ 
dents of Yokohama are said to have ap­ 
proved of the scheme. The temples were 
erected upward of 200 years ago, and pos­ 
sess features of artistic and antiquarian in­ 
terest. 
A considerable number of rare 
pictures and art objects are preserved in 
them. 
The five universities, which it has already 
been reported that the Government pro­ 
poses to establish, will be situated, it is 
said, at Tokio, Osaka, Kagoshima. Kana- 
gawa and Hiroshima. 
Mr. Yamanouchi, a Secretary of the De­ 
partm ent Of Communications, has been or­ 
dered to proceed to Corea on business con­ 
nected with the laying of telegraph lines 
i« that country. 
Superannuated officials of the Treasury 
Departm ent who have served for not less 
than five years are to receive gratuities 
equal to three m onths’ salary 
Work has been commenced at the Osaka 
arsenal upon seventy guns of heavy caliber, 
ordered by the Headquarters Slatl' Office at 
Tokio for coast defense. 
The Japanese Geological Society has been 
established at 
Hirakawacho Gocbome, 
Tokio, by Mr. Matsumura and several 
other gentlemen. 
CHINA. 
Li is disbanding his old veterans. Sev­ 
eral camps have been already paid off and 
sent to their homes, being replaced by tlie 
troops lately under Tso Tsung-tang. ’ Tso 
having died, her Majesty has been pleased 
to honor Li by giving him charge of them. 
The Union Line steamship Corinth and 
H . M. S. Firebrand, Lieutenant Command­ 
er D. L. Dickson, came in collision between 
Amoy and Formosa, and the Corinth was 
sunk. 
No lives were lost and the crew of 
the Corinth, who were taken to Antov by 
the Firebrand, were expected at Hongkong 
by the steamship Douglas. 
HONOKOSO. 
At a meeting of the Legislative Council, 
held on the 20th o f January, the Attorney- 
General moved that the Council go into 
committee on a bill introduced to regulate 
the printing o f newspapers and books, and 
the keeping of printing presses in the col­ 
ony. Some opposition had arisen to the 
term s of the bill, as it is believed by many 
to place needless restrictions and provis­ 
ions upon printers and publishers, and the 
motion was allowed to stand over. 
The American bark Annie W . Weston, 
which arrived at Hongkong on January 
19th, from Newcastle, New South Wales, 
brought a part of tlie crew of the British 
bark Botbwell Castle, which was wrecked 
on the island of Ngarik, latitude 0 north, 
longitude 157.30 east, on the 21st of Decem­ 
ber, 1884. The shipwrecked men bad been 
on the island ever since, l’art of the crew 
had made their way to the Pclew Islands. 
Attacks by parties of armed men upon 
Chinese shops, and street aud highway 
robberies have been very rife in the colony 
for some time past. 
A serious breacli of international law was 
committed on the 22d instant by a party of 
seamen from a Chinese gunboat in the har­ 
bor, who. under tlie direction of a Chinese 
officer, landed and proceeded to a shop in 
the city, seized a man who bad been a resi­ 
dent in the colony for two months, hand­ 
cuffed him and put his feet in chains, and 
would probably have taken him off to their 
ship but for the fact that the master of the 
shop sent for the police. The case against 
the man-of-war’s men for assaulting and 
attem pting to carry off the man was re­ 
m anded until next week, and, the Govern­ 
m ent having been informed of the matter, 
is in correspondence with the British Min­ 
ister at Peking and with the Home Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
COHEA. 
The foreigners at Chamulpo had a 
good 
tim e 
during 
the late holidays. 
There were no fewer than four men- 
of-wai 
in the inner harbor, viz : jhe 
British sloop Albatross, Captain Hicks, 
R. N.; 
the American gunboat 
Palos. 
Captain 
Nelson, 
V. 8. N., and 
two 
Chinese gunboats, besides a number of Jap­ 
anese schooners and Chinese and Japanese 
and Corean junks. In the outer anchorage 
there were the Japanese corvette Kongo 
K an, two Celestial Armstrong cruisers and 
the steamers Tokio. Maru and Mino Maru. 
Everybody was m erry and jolly, and the 


American, British, Japanese and Chinese 
bluejackets and marines ashore conducted 
themselves in a most exemplary manner. 
On aeoount of a scarcity of rice in Corea 
the Government has suspended the import 
duty upon grain.

General Bidwell has decided to discharge 
the Chinese on the Rancho Chico-^between 
forty and fifty in num ber—as fast as he can 
get reliable white men to take their places. 
The 8alt Lake Tribune of the 20th said 
that not an orange was to be had in that 
city, as all the shipments over the Central 
Pacific were for Eastern points, and that 
city was left out. 
A California lion attempted to cross the 
track in front of an Oregon and California 
train near Albany, the other day. and was 
burled into a ditch. Lion flesh .blood and 
hair was found on the pilot of the locomo­ 
tive when it reached Salem. 
A San Bernardino hunter, while in the 
mountains recently, caught sight of a lion 
crouching for a spring at him. H e hastily 
fired, the bullet striking the anim al while 
in mid-air and killing it. It measured over 
eight feet from tip to tip. and weighed over 
100 pounds. 
Last year Colusa county built a fine iron 
bridge over Stony creek, but during the 
present season the course of the stream 
has been so changed that the structure is 
entirely useless. The water is now running 
on each side of the bridge, and it cannot be 
approached nearer than several hundred 
yards. 
The Austin (Nev.) Reveille says that 
Frank Dixon, while cutting logs "for the 
Manhattan Mining Company, came across 
a freak of nature. He cut the trunk of a 
tree, which was a foot in diameter, into 
slabs, and was surprised to see a limb of 
mountain mahogany running through the 
center of it. The pine had grown com­ 
pletely around the hard wood and imbedded 
it as solidly as if it were a part of it. How 
it got there is a mystery. 
The Perkins-Baldwin jury, when they 
went out last Friday, took one ballot to as­ 
certain how they stood. This was unan­ 
imous for the ’ plaintiff. They then bal- 
lotted as to the am ount of damages to 
award her. The first ballot cast to settle 
this showed seven votes for $250,000 and 
one for$20,000. The other four were for 
from $50,000 to $150,000. On the second 
ballot there were eight for $150,000. The 
$20,000 man would not vote at all on the 
second or third cast. It took four votes 
to get the twelve jurors to agree to the sum 
finally brought in of $75,000. 


MINING NOTES. 


Taylor mining district, Nevada, has been 
boomed to such an extent that numbers of 
miners are there out of employment. 
Piospecting has been renewed at Jack­ 
sonville with increased ardor, now that a 
quartz mill is soon to be established in that 
town. 
Sulpburets from the Amador Queen mine 
aj Jackson, Amador county, are being 
hauled through to Sutter Creek, where they 
are reduced and the gold extracted. 
There is considerable excitement in the 
mining districts of Churchill county, Ne­ 
vada. It is exj>ected that some healthy de­ 
velopments will be made in I X L district 
this summer. 
The Tuolum ne Independent says : A very 
rich strike has been made in John Snyder's 
claim at Brown’s Flat, on Bald mountain. 
Some $1.500 were taken out, one piece 
weighing $300. 
The Uncle John mine at Spanish Dry 
Diggins, El Dorado county, is coming to 
the front as an excellent producer. A small 
mill will soon be erected to work the ores, 
which now run from $00 to $60 per ton. 
Jack Jolly has struck a good thing in 
silver-bearing lode, which be discovered 
south of Moose creek, near Butte, M. T. 
The vein is twenty feet in width, and car­ 
ries from fifty to sixty ounces in silver with 
traces of gold. 
The W alker Lake Bulletin say s: A n­ 
other development has been made in the 
Lapanta, the rich white quartz which ap­ 
peared on the surface, and which is the 
best in the mine, now shows in a large 
body in a new place. 
Some of the citizens of Soledad are ex­ 
cited over the reported discovery of gold 
and silver near that place. It is located up 
the gulch which starts near Carnahan’s 
ranch house, some three miles to the east 
of Chalone Flat, and runs right back to the 
hills. It is reported that a strip of country 
four miles in length has the same gold- 
bearing appearance.

THE ZELLER TRIAL 


ALL THE 
EVIDENCE FOR THE 
PROSECUTION IN. 


Tfacor/ o f the Defense—Defendant 
Claims tbat the Shooting Was 
Done in Self-defense. 


T he usual interest attending the trial of 
a citizen for murder does not appear in the 
ease now before the Superior Court, wherein 
Michael Zeller is charged with the killing 
W m. H. Harris. This no doubt is greatly 
due to the fact that the case was gone into 
so thoroughly at the preliminary examina­ 
tion, and the defendant admitted to bail 
for a small amount. 
The case w a s resumed at 10 a . m. yester­ 
day morning before Judge Van Fleet. 
O.C. Jackson was subjected to a short 
cross-examination 
regarding 
statements 
made him by the defendant at the city 
prison shortly after his arrest. 
Mrs. Kate Moron was recalled, for the 
purpose of identifying the vest which was 
worn by her brother, the deceased, at the 
time lie received the fatal shot. 
J. M. Sullivan, the police officer who 
made the arrest, recognized 
the pistol 
shown him in Court as being the one he 
obtained from the defendant, and with 
which the latter asserted the shooting was 
done. At the time the defendant was ar­ 
rested he told the officer he did not know 
whether he had hit any one or not. Zeller 
said to him that Harris had thrown his 
hand back of him saying he would 
give 
it 
to him. 
Harris 
had prior 
to 
that 
struck 
defendant, 
and 
the latter claimed the shot was fired in 
self-defense. 
J. H. Harris, a twin brother of the de­ 
ceased, said his brother was of his hight, 
hut not quite so stout. The vest of the de­ 
ceased was placed upon the witness, so the 
jury could see where the ball entered the 
body. 
Chris. Curtin assisted in removing the 
wounded 
man’s 
pantaloons. 
Did not 
search them for a weapon, but from the 
way they fell upon the floor was confident 
there was no pistol in any of the pockets of 
the garment. 
Officer Kent saw Harris and McCants in 
front of Dutch Louis’ dance-house, near 
Third and K, about a quarter past 12 
o’clock on the night of the affray. Both 
were somewhat under the influence of 
liquor, and Harris was skylarking with an 
old man. 
The officer took him by the 
shoulder, turned him around, led him to 
the street corner and ran his hands over 
his pockets to see if he was armed. He did 
this thinking if he found a weapon con­ 
cealed upon his person he would place 
him under arrest. 
He found no weapon. 
McCams came up and said if the officer 
would let them alone they would go imme­ 
diately home. 
Witness then told them to 
go straight home. 
Bobert Goode, the special officer, who 
testified the day before, was recalled. Said 
he visited the deceased the night after the 
shooting, at the latter's home. Harris said: 
411 am going to die; I was shot down like 
a dog: the whole gang was fighting; I was 
kicking a dog, and was shot for nothing." 
Mr. Johnson cross-examined the witness 
at length, accusing him of having tam­ 
pered with witnesses in his effort to assist 
the prosecution. 
Mr. Jones announced that this was their 
case: the prosecution rested. 


TH E ÜKFE53S. 
Grove L. Johnson, defendant's counsel, 
addressed the Court and jury, saying that 
before introducing any testimony on be­ 
half of the defendant he would endeavor 
to briefly present the theory of the defense 
and outline the testimony tbat would be 
introduced in behalf of the defendant in 
the action. 
They would not attempt in 
any manner to deny that defendant fired 
the shot that caused the death of William 
Henry Harris, but claim that under the 
law and under the facts of the case the 
shooting was justifiable. Tbe fiicts of the 
case as they will be introduced will show 
that the defendant came to Sacramento in 
the month of November. 1884; that he is 
married and has one child ; that he brought 
h is family to this city, engaged in an iion- 
r rabie and respectable business, that of 
assistant pressman in the office of the 
Kkcobd-Usion ; would show that de­ 
fendant 
was 
a 
poor 
man, 
had to 
reut 
a 
house, 
one 
suited 
to 
his 
purse, 
and for that 
reason went to 
Fourth, S and T, where rents arc- cheap. 
His work was such, being employed upon 
a morning paper, that he had' to get up 
about 12 o’clock at night—about the time 
others are going to bed. The only night in 
the week that he had off. or could call his 
own, was Saturday night. There had been 
a number of cases of people being as­ 
saulted in that portion of the citv at night 
and

" 


FOR HIS SELK-PBOTfiCTIOX 
He had been prevailed upon by his wife 
and others to carry a pistol. On the even­ 
ing ot the homicide, it being Saturday, he 
came uptown to spend the evening socially 
with some friends. 
He went into the 
Cauada Saloon that evening for the first 
time in his life, and, while there, engaged 
in a friendly social game of cards with 
Dick 
Singleton, John Stein, and one 
-or two others. The table at which they 
were playing was at one side of the room. 
Their game did not interfere with anyone, 
and was quiet and social. Thev were or­ 
derly, created no disturbance, talking only 
among themselves. We'll show that Har­ 
ris and McCants came into the saloon, and 
that the latter was a friend and companion 
of the deceased. We'll show you that 


THEY WERE BOTH SOMEWHAT DSUKK. 
'That they immediately began a discussion 
with John Kane, a cripple, and a friend of 
defendant. That they asked Kane to put 
up for the beer for them, and he did so. 
That Harris threw himself upon the floor 
and dared anyone to step upon him, or to 
jum p upon him ; declared that he was “ a 
railroad car, and wherever he went he left 
bis mark." Kane told him he wanted 
no trouble. Paquin the man in charge of 
the saloon, remonstrated with Harris, and 
made him get up from the floor. That Har­ 
ris then came and stood near the card party 
and made remarks, which caused Mr. Zeller 
to ask who the parties—Harris and Mc­ 
Cants—were. Singleton replied, “ They be­ 
long to the Tenth-street gang." 
It would 
be shown that the “ Tenth-street gang” was 
a had, troublesome and hoodlum gang that

After they were in the saloon a few minutes 
McCants beckoned Kane outside, and Har­ 
ris followed. 
Immediately a noise was 
heard on the sidewalk, and' the men in the 
saloon went outside. 
Singleton spoke to 
McCants. and told him he wanted no noise 
nor trouble in front of his place. Harris 
struck Zeller a powerful blow upon the 
forehead, and the latter still bears the 
mark Singleton remonstrated with Harris 
wheu the latter struck Singleton, knocking 
off his hat. Singleton stooped for his hat, 
and when 
he 
straightened 
up 
saw 
Zeller defending himself against Harris, 
and he separated them. The”crowd fought 
and surged np K street toward Sixth, and 
Harris assaulted John Kane, near the 
stable. While Zeller was looking for his 
hat he was again assaulted by Harris. The 
deceased stepped back, threw his hand be­ 
hind him,as if to draw a pistol, and said, 
"Damn you, I will give you one anyhow. 
Harris was to blame for all tbe trouble. He 
assaulted Zeller, he assaulted Singleton, be 
assaulted Kane. His third assault upon 
Zeligr was accompanied by that motion so 
significant that the defendant fired the shot 
in

We’ll show all these facta bv people who 
were present, and eye-witnesses to all that 
transpired. It will be proven bv Nathaniel 
Ldw. a pressman, that Harris Hid put his 
band behind him, as if to draw a pistol. It 
will be shown by the testimony o f Nathan 
Lew , who was with the b,.v‘Beeler, that 
the latter—to put it mildly—was mistaken 
in what he said. 
It will lie shown that 
efforts have been made to get this boy 
Levy to go to certain places, and what was 
said to him by special Goode, and where 
the officer wanted him to go. The defense 
will rely on the law of self-defense, as laid 
down in the statutes of the State and 
which is recognized in every civilized 
country. It will be denied that defendant 


made any statement to Chief of Police 
Jackson except that he acted purely in 
celf-defenae. 
EVIDENCE FOR THE DEFENSE. 
R. H. Singleton said he resided in the 
Pacific Hotel. Knew deceased for ten or 
twelve years. 
Knew Thomas McCants 
about the same length of time. Knew the 
defendant. Was in the Canada Saloon on 
the night of the shooting. Defendant was 
playing cards with myself and several 
others. 
Everything was peaceable and 
quiet. McCants and Harris came in. Har­ 
ris sat down behind me and said, “ Hello, 
Dick.” Next heard some one say, “ Sit 
on m e: step on me.” I/ooked around and 
saw Harris lying on tbe floor. Paquin 
made him get up. Heard some words be­ 
tween Kane and McCants; they went out­ 
side. Some one said ** A tight,,T and those 
in the saloon went out. Witness told Mc­ 
Cants be wanted no trouble. Harris struck 
witness, struck Zeller and fought Kane. 
Witness and McCarty separated Harris and 
Kane. The lighting attracted quite a large 
crowd. Saw no dog around that night. 
Witness’ dog was locked up. 
Cross-examination—We kept on playing 
cards when Harris lay on the floor; asking 
some one to step on him. Did not hear 
Zeller say, “ Don't strike that man ; he is 
my friend.’ 
Separated Harris and Zeller. 
Both had- their hands up. Did not see a 
man with a pistol in his hand. Did not 
hear any one say, “ Don't shoot.” Wras 
looking for my hat when the shot was 
fired. Tbe crowd separated quickly. Saw 
Zeller in the saloon about ten minutes 
after the shooting. Did not know until 
the arrest who did the shooting. When 
witness was arrested, went to Jack Sullivan 
and told him to go and arrest all who were 
present. Was not aware that any one was 
shot until some one reported it afterwards. 
Saw Harris running across the street, and 
some one remarked, “ I guess he is not 
hurt much from the way he runs.’’ Saw no 
dog there that night. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
R. H. Singleton, on redirect testimony, 
said the party was playing for drinks. If 
they did not wish to take drinks they took 
tickets, that were good for drinks and cigars 
at any time. 
Re-cross examination — Did not say to 
Sullivan that “ I did not want to be dis­ 
graced, and to go and arrest Zeller, as he 
did the shooting.” I will swear that I told 
Kent that I knew notliiug of any shooting. 
I have not contributed a cent towards this 
prosecution. 
John Kane, a pressman at Lewis <fc John 
ston’s printing bouse, said he knew the de­ 
fendant. Was in the Canada saloon on the 
night of the difficulty. Defendant was 
playing cards. McCants and Harris came 
in and asked hint to “ put up for the beer.” 
He did so. Then Harris talked roughly to 
him, laid down on the floor; wanted 
witness to " step on him,” to “ sit on him.” 
McCants asked witness out doors. [Witness 
then described the trouble on the sidewalk 
same as did Singleton.] Harris threw his 
hand bthind him and said to Zeller, 
“ Damn y u, I will give you one anyway." 
Witness stepped back toward the hotel, and 
heard a pistol-shot. Saw the smoke of the 
pistol. Saw no pistol; saw no dog. 
Cross-examination — Had no difficulty 
with Harria after we left the saloon. Was 
not separated in a fight with Harris by 
Singleton and McCarthy. He wanted to 
have no trouble with Harris. Saw Harris 
strike Zeller a blow. Did not see Dick 
Singleton separate them. Deceased had on 
a short sack coat at the time he was shot. 
Edward Leibling said he was 18 years 
old. Knew George Beeler. Was at a party 
with him the night of the homicide. Met 
him at the time of the trouble on Com­ 
stock's 
corner, opposi e Pacific Hotel. 
Crossed the street to the corner with Beeler. 
Saw some men holding a man. 
Don't 
know who they were holding, and saw no 
pistol. Was nearer the crowd than Beeler, 
and could see everything as plainly as he 
could. Special officer Goode had been to 
see him about his testimony. 
Saw no 
shooting. Only heard the shot. Had as 
good an opportunity, or a better one, to see 
than Beeler. 
Cross-examination—Was not excited in 
the least. Beeler was standing within two 
feet of me. 
He was right beside me all 
the time. We moved with the crowd and 
kept together. 
Mr. Jones—Well, you don’t like George, 
and George don’t like you; is not that 
about your feelings toward one another ? 
Witness—Weil, that is about the size 
of it. 
Mrs. Zeller, wife of the defendant, was 
next sworn, and asked if she and others 
had not advised her husband to carry a 
pistol to defend himself against footpads. 
Objected to by the prosecution and ob­ 
jection sustained. 
\V itness said her husband's forehead was 
wounded in the affray. 
A. Paquin, proprietor of the Canada 
saloon at tbe time of the shooting, was the 
next witness. His testimony in all particu­ 
lars was corroborative of tliat of Singleton 
and Kane. Saw Harris thrust his hand be­ 
hind him and say something. No one was 
holding Zeller, and did not see a pistol in 
his hands. Saw no dog there. 
Cross-examination—Have been in the 
saloon business for several years. 
Never 
was convicted of a felony. 
Mr. Jones—Are you the same Paquin 
that was arrested for running a bunko 
game ? 
Objected to and objection sustained. 
Witness, continuing, said : 
Did not 
know Zeller before that night. He came 
in there about 10 o'clock, and was there a 
couple of hours. Kane came in the saloon 
occasionally. Kane told Harris and Mc­ 
Cants that he would treat it thev would i 
let him alone. McCants said to Kane, 
“ You had better go and pav vour debts at 
the Senate Saloon. " 
[Witness explained 
by the diagram tbe positions of all the 
parties concerned in the affair.] 
J. A. Stein said he worked at tiie rail­ 
road shops. M et M r. Zel ler the evening of the 
homicide. Was playing cards with defend­ 
ant and others. 
Saw McCants and Harris 
enter the saloon. Harris sat down near me. 
McCants and Kane were having some 
wrangle about a debt; saw them afterwards 
drinking. Harris got up and went to the 
bar. The next tiling he saw was Harris 
lying on the floor upon his back, asking 
some one to sit on him or stamp on him. 
Witness was sober, and so was the entire 
card party. 
[Witness then corroborated 
the testimony of Singleton, Kane and 
Paquin regarding the row.] Saw no dog; 
saw no one flourishing a pistol, and, if 
there had been, would have observed it. 
Saw Zeller hunting for his bat. 
Thomas Smith, the next witness, was 
one of the party who was playing cards in 
the saloon the evening of the homicide. 
[His testimony was corroborative of Sin­ 
gleton.] McCants, Kane and Harris were 
all under the influence of liquor. Harris 
was the soberest one of tbe three. Young 
Harris said he " Could whip any one in the 
crowd." 
Cross-examination—Talked with Zeller 
after the shooting. Saw no marks on his 
body. Did not hear him say anything 
about the shooting. 
Nathaniel Lowe, a San Francisco printer, 
said he was present at the shooting. Was 
coming up K on the north side. Saw a 
crowd of men quarreling in front of the 
Pacific Hotel. 
Thev all appeared to be 
fighting, cursiDg ami swearing. Saw two 
men facing each other. One went back 
with his hand as if reaching for a pistol. 
The man that was shot was the man he 
saw put his hand behind him. Have 
known Mr. Zeller for 16 years. 
After a short cross-examination of this 
witness the Court adjourned to 10 a . m. to­ 
day. 
Counsel for defense announced that they 
had but one other witness to introduce be­ 
side the defendant.

Remarks of Rev. Mr. Cummings, of 
Rocklin, Upon tbe Anti-Chi­ 
nese Question. 


At a public meeting held by the Anti­ 
Coolie Club at Rocklin a few evenings 
since, Rev. Mr Cummings of that place 
was called upon for remarks, and spoke as 
follows; 
In 1849, on the 9th of September. I set 
my foot upon the shores of California, and 
with the exception of seven months, have 
been a resident of the State up to the pres­ 
ent time. 
I was invited to speak a few 
moments to-night on this question of the 
Chinese. 
I accepted because I feel a great 
interest in whatever pertains to the interest 
of California; and whatever serves to in­ 
jure California or the people tbat have 
made this place their home, I feel like lift­ 
ing my voice against. 
I have not, at the 
present time, very much sympathy with 
the sentiment that is so flippantly an­ 
nounced by a certain class of people' tbat 
because we have recognized the authority 
of all men before ihe law in the Declara­ 
tion of Independence, and asserted there 
that "God had endowed men with certain 
inalienable rights, among which are life, 
liberty and the pursnit of happiness,” that 
we must therefore throw open wide our 
national 
doors for all nations, coun­ 
tries, 
longues and people under the 
whole heavens, to send in their pau­ 
pers or their criminals, and compel us 
to sit by their sides and eat food they pre­ 
pare for our mouths, and wear the gar­ 
ments which they clean for our nersons. I 
am not prepared to say that we 


MUST FELLOW SHIP WITH THEM ; 
• 
That we must admit them into our so­ 
cieties, and allow our children to 
be 
brought up under their influences. God 
made them Chinese in China, and he made 
us Americans in America. 
I bslieve. Mr. 
Chairman, in the doctrine that "Americans 
must and should rule America. " 
[Ap­ 
plause.] We don't want the Arab, nor the 
Turk, nor the paupers, nor the dregs of 
Asia to come here and set up their institu­ 
tions in our midst and worship their josses. 
Neither do we want the lazzaroni of Eu­ 
rope. their paupers nor their criminals, for 
our forefathers did not intend that this 
country should be colonized as penal col­ 
onies by men that could not live in the old 
world. To this new continent they brought 
the noblest institutions that God has ever 
given to the human family. 
They built 
their churches and schoolhouses together, 
felled the forests, and sent back for friends 
to come over, for they had found a great 
country, the boundaries of which tbev 
knew not, and commenced their work 
nobly; and they went on sustained and 
strengthened in this work by men of noble 
minds like themselves, and* noble women 
also. 
They therefore needed assistance, 
and when they opened the door and 


IJIVITED TH EIR COUNTRYMEN 
From eastern shores to come here and 
make a home with them and beside them, 
they never dreamed tbat this country 
should he overrun by a set of men from 
foreign nations that never could assimilate 
with us: whose only object was to come 
here, and plunder and commit crime and 
gathering up all they could, retire to their 
homes again across the great Pacific or the 
great Atlantic; but they wanted men and 
women tbat loved God and worked right­ 
eousness to come here and establish with 
them homes for all time. 
And I have 
always considered it, Mr. Chairman, a 
most wonderful secret in God’s providen­ 
tial reform among nations, when I look 
back over the history of past ages and see 
how nations have risen and crumbled in 
succession—great and mighty empires have 
come up and gone down—and thinks this 
continent, long and broad with the great­ 
est resources, more varied in its soil be­ 
neath heaven’s canopy than could have 
been found anywhere on this great earth, 
that all this was held in reserve until the 
sixteenth century A. D. 


JU D G IN G BV H ISTO R Y , 
He designed it, in my mind, for some no­ 
ble race, some people who were to here 
originate elevated systems and institutions 
and build up trom these vast resources a 
grand government, that should be the 
lighthouse of the civilized world. So came 
our forefathers upon these coasts, and es­ 
tablished from Massachusets to tbe great 
lakes their first homes. I remember well 
when even the edge of Ohio was the ex­ 
treme end of civilization in th j West. I 
can remember when some of our neigh­ 
bors left their homes, sold out. and started 
for the Western Reserve. We bid them 
good-by, for we never expected to hear 
from them again, for we thought they had 
gone out of the world, so little did we know 
of «the extent of this country in those early 
times. And whenever there was a colony 
froiu another European country that stood 
in our way in the western path' of civiliza­ 
tion, we bought it like an honest people. 
We bought the Floridas, bought Louisiana, 
and we bought Texas—in fact, by shedding 
the best blood of the nation to secure i t ; 
and we secured New Mexico, California and 
Arizona, and our country has thus found 
the Pacific shores, and no point between 
the Atlantic and Pacific, between the Do­ 
minion ot Canada and the Gulf of Mexico, 
is claimed or can be claimed by any other 
people. 
Now. then, shall we admit the 
Chinese, and hold them here until thev 
shall 
. 
POUR TH EIR HUNDRED MILLIONS 
Upon this western coast and the bitter con­ 
flict comes as to who shall be masters and 
who the owners? This sentiment is not 
one of inspiration this evening. At home, 
I lived within three miles of the great 
statesman Daniel Webster. I had several 
interviews with him before I left Boston 
for Calitoi nia. He asked me to keep him 
posted as to tbe great results then matur­ 
ing, because there was little known as to 
the settlement of this State—I would sav, 
very earnestly indeed (and I hope the re­ 
porter will take it down), Mr. Webster was 
extremely anxious that California, without 
any territorial organization, should come 
immediately to Congress as an organized 
State and ask for admission, as he feared 
that if we undertook to delay that step 
the settlement of California" would be 
overrun by the slave power of the South, 
and it would fall in with that institution 
and we would lose the grandeur of this 
western portion of the country through 
that influence. This lie said personally to 
me on my last interview. I wrote to Mr. 
Webster in 1852, and the last letter I wrote 
him was on this very Chinese question. 
That year, you will recollect, bv looking at 
the statistics, there were 22.000 Chinamen 
landed on this coast. 


T H E Y COM M ENCED COM INO 
In the winter preceding that year, spread­ 
ing all through the mines and getting the 
richest claims they could seize upon. I 
felt that this California belonged to Ameri­ 
cans. Their biood had been shed to get it. 
It had been secured by treaty. It was our 
property and I pleaded with Mr. Webster 
to bring the matter before Congress and 
get a law passed, if possible, that could se­ 
cure the gold and silver and the timber, 
and every dollar that was taken up in Cali­ 
fornia, for tbe American people. It was 
our inheritance, and we did not wish to 
see foreign elements coming here in such 
vast numbers, seizing the gold, silver and 
precious stones and then going back to 
their homes without so much as making 
their bow of exit and saying " I thank 
you.” I pleaded with him. 
I do not 
know whether that letter was received, for 
the next news that I received was that he 
bad gone home to Marshfield sick, and 
he died tbat same year, in October. But I 
have thought on this question ever since. 
I have watched California. I have been in 
quite a large number of our State Conven­ 
tions. I have stumped the State from the 
Warraca to Los Angeles and a little below, 
south, cast and west of there, in behalf of

And on this question I feel tbat we, as 
Americans, are fully capable of taking care of 
the inheritance that God in His providence 
has given us. We now number not prob­ 
ably less than 56,000,000 of people. I re­ 
member when we had not but a few 
millions ; and within thirty-five years from 
this present time we shall numlier 100,000,­ 
000 people as a nation—a solid body. We 
need every acre of land for our sons and 
daughters. We have none to give away or 


sell. What has been given to aid in the i 
construction of railroads will be sold to 
citizens tbat come here, and will be settled 
by the whites mostly. I hope so, at least. 
Bat we have nothing that we can do that 
will enable us to dispose of our lands to 
the Mongolian race. Now, I want to say 
to my friend, Mr. Filcher. who preceded 
me—the Senator of this county—that I 
hope in the next Legislature he will be 
there, and that he will introduce a bill, or 
cause one to be introduced, to this effect (I 
suggested it—I think it was two years ago, 
when I was there—to some members—or 
else it was four years ago; I forget which), 
which was. that the Chinese in this State 
were subject to the laws of this State, and 
that a law could be enacted that would take 


EVERY CRIMINAL CHINAMAN 
Out of San Quentin and other prisons, and 
place them back in their own country, on 
their own soil—brand them, and banish 
them to their home—not to any place they 
might choose, but send them back to their 
home. They were criminals when they 
came here; they committed crimes; and 
to shut them up in the State’s Prison and 
keep them there, and tax the people to sup­ 
port them year after year, was perpetuating 
an outrage, and it was clearly within the 
province of Californians to petition the 
Legislature, or elect men to go there and 
pass such laws and put it into execution. 
And I obtained the consent of the Senator 
of the county I last lived in, who told me 
that he would bring it up, and consulted 
with some of his political friends, and it 
was " hushed"—but no more hushing. 
Bring it u p : and let a law be passed, also, 
tbat every Chinaman convicted of a crime 
in this State shall be—instead of being 
sent to the Penitentiary—sent to China, 
branded as a criminal,'so that if he ever 
comes back again he 


c a n 't BUB TH E SCOT OFF HIS FACE 
[Applause], and we can thus, so far as we 
are concerned as a State, say to the East: 
"W e are understanding you: we choose 
our own Governor, our own Legislature, 
make our own laws. We have determined 
we will have no Chinamen here, and we 
are going to send them out, and if you 
choose to interfere, you do it and > ou will 
fail.” That we can do. Mr. Chairman. I 
did not think I should speak so long, but 
feel so greatlv interested in this quesfion 
that I must be excused for saying a few 
more words. 
We have not much to do fo get rid of 
our Chinamen here; but I want to say one 
thing, that in all the acts we perform in 
this matter, I hope we shall -keep within 
the bounds of law, of order and the State 
and National Constitution, and begin at 
the right place. A treaty exists between 
us and China. 


LET IT BE REPEALED, 
Rescinded, burnt up, nullified—destroyed. 
[Applause.] Let the Cninamen then, un­ 
der our State law, be packed, as-1 have 
once said. We do not interfere with the 
General Government, and the General Gov­ 
ernment cannot place cannon to stop us at 
our efforts to get tbe Chinamen awav. But 
let us do another thing. Do not hurry this 
matter. Americans should sometimes do 
things a little more slowly, and get through 
the sooner. Act as our fathers did when 
they looked the British lion in the face, and 
said that they appealed to heaven for jus­ 
tice to the cause, and were vindicated by 
securing tlieir freedom. And so will we 
workout this question, calmlv, peaceably, 
sensibly, grandly—tbat will reflect honor 
upon our heads, and no dishonor upon our 
heart3 0rour reputation. And I therefore 
hope that this club that is formed will 


BE CALM IN T H EIR MOVEMENTS, 
And do that which no one can criticise to 
their injury, as calmly as they can the in­ 
tentions there, and I suppose'the main in­ 
tention is to express a sympathy and co­ 
operation with all portions of the State 
where this plague spot exists. You did 
your work early, and had cause to do it, 
and vou do not regret it, and now you 
stand there and scare the poor fellow at the 
station above us (who is probablv trem­ 
bling in his boots night). Tiie poor fellow 
will have some clothes there belonging to 
your neighbors that he will want to return 
home, so do not hurry him away, though I 
think there is little danger. Probably there 
are some ot your neighbors who are having 
them to help them to cook ; let them stay 
a little longer. Whatever the purpose, go 
slowly and calmly, and your final triumph 
will reward your patience in having so 
long endured this crying wrong. [Ap­ 
plause.]
